Resolution Criticizes 


Rhodesian Chrome Buying 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI)— Commu n ist Chin a 
cast its first v ote in the Un ited Nation s today in 
su pport of a resolu tion critical of the Un ited 
States an d callin g on it to prev en t the importation 
of chrome from white-ru led Rhodesia. 
The resolu tion passed ov erwhelmin gly , 106 to 2, 
with the American delegation itself n ot par­ 
ticipatin g in the v ote. On ly Portu gal an d Sou th 
Africa v oted again st it. 


The U N. action was in re­ 
spon se to a mov e in the U.S. 
Con gress last week which in ­ 
clu ded prov ision for the pro­ 
cu rem en t of Rhodesian chrom e 
in a procu rem en t hill. The Con ­ 
gression al v ote was in v iolation 
of a U.N. ban on trade with the 
white-m in ority gov ern m en t ru l­ 
in g Rhodesia. 
The v ote gav e the Chin ese 
their first opportu n ity to v ote in 
the assem bly ,

'Ne w Is olationis t Coalition' s trik e s 
Dange rs Cite d By Johns on In North 


NEW YORK (UPI)-Former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
said Monday that a new coali­ 
tion of conservative and liberal 
isolationists seeks to diminish 
America’s world leadership 
role. 
“ Others will try to go it 
alone,” Johnson told an audi­ 
ence of about 350 business lead­ 
ers during a speech at New 
York University’s School of 
Business Administration. “ But 
we cannot, for responsibility is 
the price of leadership. 
“ And if we, the representa­ 
tives of business and labor and 
government and academia — 
we, the strongest and wealthi­ 
est nation on earth ... if we do 
not lead, then our system as we 
know it just cannot survive.” 
The former Democratic presi­ 
dent said he was disturbed by 
what he said appeared to be the 
formation of “ a new coalition of 
isolationists which could be 
mistaken for the majority opin­ 
ion. 


LYNDON JOHNSON 
University speech 


“ It is made up of conserva­ 
tives and liberals who seek to 
diminish America’s role in the 
world —for entirely different 


reasons,” he said. 
Some of those isolationists, 
Johnson said, “ are angry be­ 
cause what we have done for 
the world hasn’t made other 
nations automatically do what 
we say. Some just don’t like 
foreigners. Some think we 
should spend everything on our­ 
selves instead of trying to help 
avoid chaos elsewhere. Others 
just don’t like spending 
money—period. Others just 
don’t want to get involved.” 


Such viewpoints are “ danger­ 
ously shortsighted,” Johnson 
said, and could cause irrepara­ 
ble damage to the world order. 


“ We have to recognize that 
there is no safety in a sudden 
turning away from Europe or 
Asia, from the Middle East or 
Latin America,” said Johnson. 
“ If we fall into isolationism, we 
will find that we are the ones 
who are isolated. We cannot 
afford to repeat the tragic mis­ 
takes of the past.”

No Sonic Booms ? 
Sov ie t Mas te rs py Abe l Is De ad 
PARIS (UPI) - The Franco- 
British supersonic <SST) jetliner 
Concorde recently made sever­ 
al flights over French territory 
at twice the speed of sound and 
nobody apparently noticed, 
Transport Minister Jean Cha- 
mant told the National Assem­ 
bly. 
He said no one seems to have 
heard the sonic boom when the 
needle-nosed jetliner, accused 
of being too noisy, flew over 
France at 52,000 feet. 
Chamant said the price of a 
passenger ticket aboard Con­ 
corde will be only slightly high­ 
er than first class tickets 
aboard subsonci jets.

VIENNA (UPI) - U.S. and 
Soviet negotiators began the 
sixth round of the Strategic 
Arms Limitation Talks (SALT) 
today and all indications were 
they were going splendidly. 
The first session lasted two 
hours and 15 minutes, unusually 
long for the initial meeting of a 
new round of SALT. 
Conference sources said the 
session indicated the Soviets, 
like the .Americans, returned to 
Vienna ready to do business. 
“ It was quite satisfactory,” 
one source said. “ They picked 
up where they left off in Helsin­ 
ki the last SALT round. And 
they left off in Helsinki quite 
well.”

In February 
1 96 2 , Abel was 
swapped fo r Po wers, the pilo t o f an American U2 
spy plane sho t do wn o v er the So v iet Unio n in 
196 0 . 
The U2 incident scuttled the Big Fo ur summit 
co nference in Paris in 196 0 . 
Abel’s name last appeared in the So v iet press 
in 196 9. The bulletin o f the So v iet Law Institute 
said he had been awarded the Order o f the Red 
Banner fo r “ brav ery and fo rtitude” and was 
teaching in the So v iet intellig ence serv ices.

He apologized in an impromp­ 
tu address from the city hall 
balcony and said he would be 
unable to challenge the world 
spear-fishing champion, a local 
boy, because of a nagging cold. 
Castro said the champion, 
Raul Choque, will be invited to 
Cuba to practice his sport. 
Castro drove overland the 
200-miles from the copper camp 
of Chuquicamata instead of 
flying as scheduled. At the salt 
mining camp of Victoria he was 
detained by villagers for sever­ 
al hours. 


Ex tre mis ts Es cape 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(UPI) — Nine suspected Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) extre­ 
mists escaped from Belfast’s 
Crumlin Road prison in a day­ 
light jailbreak today, the Bri­ 
tish Army said. 
Policie sources said the in­ 
mates were awaiting trial on 
charges connected with using 
arms and explosives. 


The prison initially housed 
several hundred suspected Irish 
Republican extremists picked 
up by security forces when the 
government introduced intern­ 
ment without trial on Aug. 9. 
Most internees were later 
transferred to Long Kesh,. an 
army camp south of Belfast. 


W ill Not Abdicate 


TOKYO (UPI) - Emperor 
Hirohito, at an unprecedented 
meeting with foreign newsmen, 
today ruled out the possibility 
of abdication in favor of his 
eldest son. 
“ I think that the Japanese 
constitution and the imperial 
household law prevent the oc­ 
currence of such a thing,” the 
70-year-old monarch said. “ I 
don’t think such a thing can be 
done.” 
The Japanese monarch said 
he enjoyed his recent trip to 
Europe.

SAIGON (UPIV—An American 
F4 Phantom jet fighterbomber 
crossed into North Vietnam to­ 
day to attack a Communist 
antiaircraft battery which had 
fired at the U.S. plane as it was 
carrying out a raid on a truck 
convoy on the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail in nearby Laos. 


As the U.S. command report­ 
ed the new attack inside North 
Vietnam, it also said three 
American GIs were killed and 
four injured Monday in acci­ 
dents. Two U.S. troops were 
killed in stepping on a mine 
near Hue and the third death 
and four injuries were in a road 
accident 40 miles east of Sai­ 
gon. 
The U.S. command said the 
latest air strike north of the 
Demilitarized Zone (DMZ) in­ 
volved an F4 Phantom that was 
bombing traffic on the Ho Chi 
Minh Trial on the Laotian side 
of Mu Gia Pass, one of the 
principal Communist infilitra- 
tion routes into South Vietnam 
and Laos. 


The Phantom damaged one of 
the Communist guns, military 
spokesmen said. It was the 
sixth strike into North Vietnam 
in nine days. Strikes into the 
north have become increasingly 
frequent in past week in the 
U.S. Air Force’s effort to halt a 
record flow of Communist sup­ 
plies down the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail. 


In Saigon, the U.S. military 
command said it was closing 
out the 150-man headquarters of 
the 12th Tactical Fighter Wing 
at Phu Cat Airbase on South 
Vietnam’s Central Coast 270 
miles northeast of the capital 
and turning the $36 million over 
to the South Vietnamese in ear­ 
ly December. About 60 Ameri­ 
cans will stay on as advisers. 
In the Central Highlands, 
U.S. B52s dropped nearly 200 
tons of bombs on North Viet­ 
namese antiaircraft position* 
and bunkers today 


Is rae l Says 
Surveyors 
Fired Upon

Israeli military sources in Tel 
Aviv said today an Egyptian 
sniper had fired scattered shots 
at an Israeli surveying team 
along the Suez Canal but that 
Israel was treating the incident 
as an isolated case. 
The military correspondent of 
the Israeli newspaper Yedioth 
Aharonoth said the shootings 
during the past 48 hours had 
increased tension in the south­ 
ern sector of the canal. 
The incident, though appar­ 
ently minor, did underscore the 
tenseness of the Middle East 
situation. It followed predic­ 
tions 
by Libyan 
Premier 
Moammar el-Khadfy that a new 
Middle East war might break 
out within two months. 
Israel and Egypt meanwhile 
took sharply different attitudes 
to Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers’ attitude toward the 
Middle East. 
Military sources in Jerusalem 
said he was “ deliberately ignor­ 
ing the facts” when he said 
Israel still has the military 
balance of power in the Middle 
East. 
In Cairo, the semiofficial 
newspaper AI Ahram said re­ 
cent statements by Rogers 
show “ that the American gov­ 
ernment has surrendered to Is­ 
raeli pressure and ceased to 
mediate the Middle East prob­ 
lem.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
House-Senate conference com­ 
mittee today has the task of 
resolving a controversy over 
how to mount a national attack 
on cancer. 
The House by a lopsided 350 
to 5 vote Monday approved a 
$1.6 billion bill which would 
streamline National Cancer In­ 
stitute operations. However, the 
Senate earlier voted to replace 
the institute with a new cancer 
agency. 
Rep. Paul G. Rogers (D— 
Fla.), chief sponsor of the 
House bill, said he hoped a 
House-Senate conference com­ 
mittee could meet soon to re­ 


solve differences in the bills. 


Although the Senate measure 
passed by an overwhelming 79 
to 1, Rogers said the House 
version has many provisions to 
speed up cancer research that 
he expects Senate negotiators 
will adopt. 


“ I wouldn’t think there will 
be a serious impasse at all,’’ 
Rogers told reporters. “ It 
would be very easy to resolve 
these few basic issues.” The 
key question is whether cancer 
research should remain in NCI 
as part of the National Insti­ 
tutes of Health as in the House 
bill, or directed by a new agen­ 


cy, largely independent of NHL 
as provided by the Senate 
measure. 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D-Wis.) 
praised the house bill for its 
“ thrust toward conquering can­ 
cer. The Senate approach, in 
my opinion, would begin the 
dismantling of Nil I and handi­ 
cap the cause of fighting can­ 
cer.” 


Nelson east the lone dissent­ 
ing vote when the Senate ap­ 
proved creation of the new 
agency which would be inde­ 
pendent of NIH for its budget 
and whose director would re­ 
port to the President. 


Re hnquis t De nie s Affidav its 
Of Black Vote r Haras s me nt 


WASHINGTON (UPD-^Sworn 
affidavits that William H. 
Rehnquist harassed black vot­ 
ers in the 1964 election sparked 
new demands today that the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
further investigate his fitness to 
serve on the Supreme Court. 


Rehnquist had denied any 
such harassment in direct testi­ 
mony to the committee last 
week. He said he never served 
as a challenger —only as an 
arbiter —in settling Election 
Day disputes. And the Justice 
Department Monday said the 
renewed charges were false. 


The charges that Rehnquist 
interfered with voting in two 
predominantly black precincts 
of Phoenix, Ariz., in 1964 were 


made by Clarence Mitchell, 
Washington representative of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo­ 
ple. 
Mitchell told the committee 
last week he had no documenta­ 
ry proof, because witnesses 
were reluctant to risk economic 
retaliation if they came for­ 
ward. 
But Monday he turned over to 
Sen. Birch D. Bayh, D-Ind., 
affidavits from Jordan Harris, 
a deputized Democratic party 
challenger, and Bob Tate, a 
precinct committeeman, both 
Negroes, that they saw Rehnqu­ 
ist harass voters at Bethune 
school precinct. 
After the affidavits were re- 


leased, the Justice Department 
issued a statement which had 
been prepared in consultation 
with Rehnquist and other de­ 
partment officials. It said: 
“ The original statement of 
the southwest branch of the 
NAACP —which proved to be 
totally incorrect —was that the 
incident took place in 1968. That 
statement has now been altered 
to make it appear that a dis­ 
turbance which in fact occurred 
in 1962 occurred instead in 
1964.” 
It said the FBI investigated 
the incident and found “ Mr. 
Rehnquist was nowhere named 
... as either a participant or a 
witness.” It also said Tate was 
one of those interviewed by the 
FBI. 


FBI Quie tly Till Runs Dry For 


Re placing Its fe de ral Ope rations 
Top Pe ople 


WASHINGTON (UPI)-The 
Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion, working quietly under the 
hand of Director J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver, has replaced almost half 
its top staff in the past few 
months. 


Among those ousted during 
the overhaul was William C. 
Sullivan, 56, who was consid-. 
ered at least for a brief period 
by most observers as Hoover’s 
handpicked successor. The bu­ 
reau’s No. 3 man, Sullivan ac­ 
cepted retirement after a long 
and apparently bitter fight. 


Sullivan was pushing for 
changes in the FBI opposed by 
Hoover, observers said. 
The promotions, demo­ 
tions and retirements that oc­ 
curred during the shakeup were 
not announced. They were not­ 
ed only in the FBI Recreation 
Association Magazine, The In­ 
vestigator. FBI officials have 
declined comment on the 
changes. 
In late September, Sullivan 
was reported by the Washing­ 
ton Post to have been locked 
out of his office. The FBI on 
Oct. 2 simply announced that 
Sullivan had retired. Sullivan, 
who was assistant to the di­ 
rector in charge of investiga­ 
tive operations, declined com­ 
ment. 
The Investigator, in its lat­ 
est edition, reports the appoint­ 
ment of Alex Rosen, 66, to 
succeeed Sullivan. The maga­ 
zine carried a small picture of 
Sullivan in a group of 20 em­ 
ployes who had retired. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Part 
of the federal government be­ 
gan operating illegally at 12:01 
a.m. EST today, at least ac­ 
cording to the White House; but 
no one in Congress appeared to 
be very worried. 


Under the Constitution, the 
federal government cannot 
spend money unless it is appro­ 
priated by Congress. And at 
midnight that authority ran out 
for portions of the Defense De­ 
partment, the foreign aid pro­ 
gram, the war on poverty and 
,the District of Columbia gov­ 
ernment. 


It is a technicality that hap­ 
pens every two or three years 
that has only a minimal effect 
on government operations. No 
one is expecting the Pentagon 
to shut down. 


But President Nixon called 
congressional leaders to his of­ 
fice Monday to express concern 
about the situation. 


He got from them a promise 
to pass a resolution as soon as 
possible —probably toward the 
end of this week —to continue 
appropriations for the agencies 
at the level they have been 
spending for the past year.

Henry S. Rowen, 46, president 
of the corporation since Jan. 1, 
1967, submitted his resignation, 
effective within the next 18 
months after a successor has 
been found. 
McNAMARA AIDE 
Rowen, formerly a research 
associate at Harvard Universi­ 
ty, was deputy assistant secre­ 
tary of defense for planning and 
national security affairs from 
1961 to 1965 under Defense Sec­ 
retary Robert S. McNamara, 
and assistant director of the 
Bureau of the Budget under 
former President Lyndon B. 
Johnson. 
Daniel Ellsberg, who admit­ 
ted leaking the Pentagon pam­ 
pers to the news media, was 
formerly a researcher at Rand. 
The Justice Department ac­ 
cused Ellsberg, who faces trial 
on two counts of violating feder­ 
al security laws, of misappro­ 
priating the secret report on the 
origins of the Vietnam War 
from the Rand Corporation’s 
files. 
The only person to be jailed 
in the Pentagon papers leak 
was Anthony Russo, a friend of 
Ellsberg’s and also a former 
researcher at Rand. He was 
jailed for contempt of court 
because he refused to tell a 
federal grand jury what he 
knew about Ellsberg’s activi­ 
ties. 
DENIES LINK 
The resignation of Rowen and 
the internal reorganization of 
Rand has “ absolutely nothing” 
to do with the Pentagon papers 
centres ersy a Rand spokesman 
said.

The Petaluma City Council 
decided last night to finance the 
required sewer plant addition 
by shifting money in city funds, 
raising the tax rate and using 
connection fees rather than sell­ 
ing bonds. (Another Petaluma 
City Council story , page 1.) 
The council unanimously ac­ 
cepted the proposal made last 
week by City Mgr. Robert H. 
Mey er to finance the city ’s 
share of the $3.7 million project 
by intra-departmental borrow­ 
ing and through projected in­ 
come from the $6 00 sewer con­ 
nection fees. 
Mey er said, howev er, that the 
plan would require an increase 
in the property tax rate of 14 
cents per $100 assessed v alua­ 
tion. He said that connection 
fees had been used to repay 
sewer bonds approv ed in 19 6 6 , 
but with the connection fees 
now' earmarked to pay for new 
construction, the tax rate must 
be increased to repay the old 
bonds. Homeowners had been 
pay ing 8 cents per $100 as­ 
sessed v aluation on the bonds. 
The council agreed that the 
sy stem of using connection fees 
and 
short term 
borrowing 
would be cheaper than selling 
rev enue or general obligation 
bonds. 
Finance Director Cecil G. 
Gealta said he believ ed the 
$500,000 av ailable in the water 
fund would be enough to fi­ 
nance the project. The fund 
would be repaid later after 
federal money is reimbursed to 
the city . 
Gealta said the city already 
has $6 06 ,416 in its funds for the 
sewer plant project and that he 
estim ated $16 6 ,307 may be 
needed to be borrowed from the 
water fund.

Gulf is Calle d 
Ecological Me s s 


ENSENADA, Mex ico (U P I i- 
The Gulf of California is being 
turned into an ecological disas­ 
ter because of dumpings by 
American and Mex ican farm­ 
ers, according to Katsuo Nishi- 
kawa, director of the Institute 
of Oceanology at Ensanada. 


He and fiv e other scientists 
hav e been surv ey ing ecological 
damage in the gulf, which is 
between the east coast of Baja 
California and the western 
shoreline of the Mex ican main­ 
land. 


“ Although our preliminary 
results will not lie av ailable for 
some time.” he said, “ our early 
findings hav e been frighten­ 
ing.”

Under current zoning, the 8 0- 
acre parcel west of Oak Manor 
Driv e could be dev eloped for 
16 0 homes, but for only 40 under 
proposed new zoning. The 100- 
acre parcel east of the road can 
be dev eloped for 50 now, but for 
only 25 under new zoning. 
Any dev elopment of the area 
was opposed by C. F. Stobbe, 
president of the Oak Manor 
Homeowners Association. 
He complained that dev elop­ 
ment would aggrev ate already 
bad winter time flooding condi­ 
tions as well as add to traffic 
congestion. 
“ Under the conditions, I can’t 
see that one unit should be 
built,” he told the commission. 
On a unanimous v ote of the 
commission, the Poeschel prop­ 
erty rezoning was continued to 
Dec. 20 to allow the planning 
department to study population 
densities as they relate to the 
proposed county -wide general 
plan.

Commission called y esterday 
for an interim emergency ordi­ 
nance to halt damaging road 
grading by subdiv iders. 


The recommendation, which 
was to bo considered today by 
the county board of superv i­ 
sors, was approv ed unanimous­ 
ly by the commission. 


Included in the recommenda­ 
tion are proposals that the sher­ 
iff’s office enforce the ordi­ 
n an ce 
which could require 
dev elopers to post a permit af 
the ex cav ation site and greatly 
reduce grading limits now in 
effect. 


In the meantime, the com­ 
mission said, work should begin 
on a complete ov erhaul of the 
ex isting ordinance which does 
not consider the env ironmental 
impact of “ pioneering” — a 
new word for cutting roads. 


The future ordinance would 
require dev elopers to submit 
complete and detailed plans be­ 
fore beginning road grading 
and those plans would be sub­ 
ject to rev iew by a proposed 
Env ironmental Impact Com­ 
mittee made up of county offi­ 
cials. 


County officials hav e ex ­ 
pressed shock during the last 
sev eral months at the ex tent of 
» unauthorized road grading — 
particularly in West Marin. 


It has prompted county su­ 
perv isors to call for a report on 
loopholes in the current grading 
ordinance. 


Grading permits are now is­ 
sued by the department of pub­ 
lic works which can not deny 
them based on env ironmental 
concerns.

Talaman tez is ac­ 
cu sed of assau ltin g an other 
in mate in March 1970. 
Vau g hn 's attorn ey , Robert B. 
McCreadie, arg u ed today that 
the work was n ot repetitiv e an d 
was essen tial for a g ood de­ 
fen se of Talaman tez. 
“He’s been cu t abou t 98 per 
cen t on the bill,” McCreadie 
said.

Return 


To Pris on 


A San Qu entin conv ict, who 
won release on $5,000 bail 18 
months ag o while his attorney 
contested his incarceration, 
mu st g o back to prison for 
another 10 months to complete 
his 10-y ear-term. 
Ju dg e E. Warren McGu ire of 
Marin Su perior Cou rt has den­ 
ied a writ of habeas corpu s for 
Frank A. Nu bin, 40, and or­ 
dered him to retu rn to San 
Qu entin by Friday of this week. 
The ju dg e, howev er, recom­ 
mended that the California 
Adu lt Au thority consider Nu - 
bin’s case for early parole. 
Nu bin was orig inally sent to 
the California Medical Facility 
at Vacav ille on Jan. 4. 1961, for 
assau lt with a deadly weapon in 
Alameda Cou nty . 
He was paroled in October 
1967 and his final discharg e 
date set for Jan. 4, 1969. 
On Christmas Ev e 1968, Nu ­ 
bin g ot into an arg u ment with 
his wife and was accu sed of 
assau lt with a weapon. On that 
complaint his parole was su s­ 
pended, and he was retu rned to 
San Qu entin in Febru ary 1969. 
San Rafael attorney Salle S. 
Soladay , then contented that 
the California Adu lt Au thority 
had su spended his parole on 
Jan. 31, 1969, almost a month 
after his final discharg e date. 
‘‘Therefore, the time serv ed af­ 
ter Jan. 3, 1969, has been ille­ 
g al,” said Mrs. Soladay . 
The state attorney g eneral, 
representing the Adu lt Au thori­ 
ty , contended that parole had 
been su spended on Jan. 3, 1969, 
ju st one day before Nu bin’s 
final discharg e. 
Mrs. Soladay appealed to Ma­ 
rin Su perior Cou rt and su cceed­ 
ed in g etting Nu bin released on 
$5,000 bail in March of 1970, 
pending the appeal. 
After a two-day hearing last 
week. McGu ire on Friday held 
that the Adu lt Au thority has the 
leg al rig ht to pu t Nu bin back in 
prison. 
“Unless I can find some way 
to stop it, he will hav e to g o 
back to prison on Friday ,” said 
Mrs. Soladay . “And he'll lose 
his job too — a steady constru c­ 
tion job in Oakland.” 
She charg ed that California’s 
indeterminate sentence sy stem 
g iv es the Adu lt Au thority too 
mu ch power ov er inmates. On 
charg es that led to su spension 
of parole, she contended that 
Nu bin had no chance to con­ 
front witnesses or pu t u p a 
leg al defense of any kind.

WASHINGTON (UPB-Chair- 
man James R. Schlesing er of 
the Atomic Energ y Commission 
has told a cong ressional hear­ 
ing most env ironmental g rou ps 
acted responsibily when they 
tried to stop a Nov . 6 u nder­ 
g rou nd nu clear test at Amchit- 
ka Island in the Aleu tians. 
“In the wake of the test there 
has been a tendency to criticize 
the env ironm entalists who

Third Schools Meeting: 
Prev ious Points Rehas hed 


By GEORGE NEVIN 
Attention focu sed on Old Mill 
School last nig ht at the third 
and final special Mill Valley 
School District board meeting 
to discu ss dissatisfaction with 
teaching methods in the dis­ 
trict. 
Most of the points raised had 
been ex pressed at two prev iou s 
board meeting s, and little new 
material was brou g ht u p by 
speakers for and ag ainst the 
trends they find in the district 
schools. 
The board, which listened 
withou t comment du ring the 
three hou r meeting , will discu ss 
the issu es at nex t Monday ’s 
reg u lar board meeting . 
Most of the discu ssion cen­ 
tered on discipline and behav ­ 
ior, one of the items on the 
ag enda. Bu t speakers also 
tou ched on other topics dis­ 
cu ssed prev iou sly : what options 
are and shou ld lie av ailable and 
the direction in which the dis­ 
trict is headed. 
It was concern ov er alleg ed 
lack of discipline at district 
schools, especially at Old Mill, 
among other objections, that 
led more than 1,300 persons in 
the district to su bmit a petition 
to the board asking more ev alu ­ 
ation and classroom control. 
Hu g h M. Brown, of 191 Mag ee 
Av enu e, read a statement su m­ 
ming u p the fau lts he fou nd 
w'ith the approach being u sed in 
the district. No “ definitiv e 
methods of ev alu ation” ex ist, 
he said, and “informal teaching 
methods are being poorly ap­ 
plied in the district.” 
These failing s “are particu ­ 
larly prev alent at Old Mill and 
are spreading to other schools,” 
he said. In addition, teachers 
who ex hibit only one particu lar 
point of v iew are being hired, 
and he said he and others hav e 
lost confidence in Su pt. James 
A. Collins, who has “fostered 
this situ ation.” 
He asked that “no fu rther 
ex perimentation of a major na­ 
tu re be done withou t proper 
ev alu ation.” 
Another resident, Ru ssell R. 
Wardner of 305 Cascade Driv e, 
said he thou g ht the schools 
were try ing to g o bey ond their 
“ mission and ability ” in the 
su bjects they tau g ht. 


Information On 
Cus tomers Hit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Senate v oted Monday nig ht to 
make it illeg al for firms which 
prepare income tax retu rns for 
a fee to sell personal informa­ 
tion abou t their cu stomers. 
On a v oice v ote, it adopted an 
amendment to its tax bill of­ 
fered by Sen. Charles McC Ma­ 
thias, Jr., R-Md., that wou ld 
impose a $1,000 fine or a y ear’s 
imprisonment on v iolators. 
Tax pay er’s consent wou ld be 
requ ired before su ch firm s 
cou ld sell information abou t 
their clients. 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion has accu sed H. & R.. 
Block, the nation’s larg est tax 
serv ice, of selling information 
g leaned from the forms it pre­ 
pared. 
Mathias said nearly half of 
all tax retu rns are filled ou t by 
someone other than the tax pay ­ 
er. 


He criticized the “messianic 
zeal” of some teachers and said 
“political tu rmoil” in u niv ersi­ 
ties is beg inning to filter down 
into lower schools throu g h some 
of the y ou ng er teachers.

I don’t 
want to g o back to hav ing 
ev ery one g lu ed to the v arnish 
of their desks. I ju st w;ant my 
children challeng ed.” 
Clifford B. Wilton, of 215 
Tamalpais Av enu e, beg an a re­ 
cap of two priv ate meeting s 
held between board members 
and dissident parents before the 
cu rrent rou nd of special meet­ 
ing s g ot u nder way , bu t wras cu t 
off by Chairman William P. 
Ev erts Jr., who said he thou g ht 
the su bject was inappropriate. 
Linda Klink, who followed 
Wilton as speaker, defended 
Wilton’s specifics, and stated, 
“ I don’t care what y ou call it, 
innov ation or whatev er, bu t I 
want my kid to be able to spell 
it and pronou nce it.” 
For ev ery critic of Old Mill 
School and the district in g ener­ 
al, howev er, there was a su p­ 
porter. Colleen Michaels, who 
said she has a child at Old Mill, 
said she’s “seen parents at 
schools hu ng ry for the alterna­ 
tiv es we hav e at Old Mill.”

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Mongrel's New Paradise 


M ollie, a shy 8 -month-old 
mongrel, has not only found a 
new confidence 
and content­ 
ment in a foster home, she has 
also adopted a kitten called 
Baby. 


Foster homes for dogs are 
just like 
those for children, 
according to Mrs. Helen Galan- 
tiere of the St. Francis Animal 
Protection Society, a new group 
of Marin and San Francisco 
animal lovers. 


Mrs. Galantiere’s group finds 
temporary homes for dogs such 
as Mollie. who have been aban­ 
doned. mistreated or who are 
mi longer wanted by their own­ 
ers From the foster home, the 
pets are placed in permanent 
homes. 


Mollie cam e to live with the 
Hildreth family at 250 Emerv- 
stone Terrace in Marinwood a 
few weeks ago after 15-year-old 
Stacy Hildreth learned of the 
homeless dog. 
Stacy’s 
mother. 
Helen Hil­ 
dreth. said Mollie w as so cowed 
from abuse that the dog was 
frightened even of slight noises. 
Although still shy, Mollie now 
rom ps through the H ildreth 
home alon g with two other 
dogs, three cats and three rab­ 
bits and her own baby, a 5- 
week-old kitten. 
Mollie. who gave birth to a 
litter of pups that had to be 
taken from her because she 
w as too young to care for them, 
has literally adopted the kitten, 
a waif, also brought home by 
Stacy. 
Mollie is credited with saving 
the kitten’s life by nursing her. 
She also carries Baby around 
the house, much as a mother 
cat w'ould pick up a kitten by 
the scruff of its neck. 
When Baby seems threatened 
by the other anim als in the 
household, Mollie wraps a front 
paw around her protectively. 
The little kitten — which was so 
weak and undernourished when 
Stacy found it that “ w?e didn't 
think we could save her,” ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Hildreth — now 
scam p e rs 
about the house. 
Baby is still a little skinny but 
very much alive. 
Both M rs. G alen tiere and 
M rs. Hildreth said, “ We don't 
believe in cages for anim als.” 
Mrs. Hildreth practices what 
she believes —- a pet iguana 
w as allowed to mingle with the 
ether household pets during the 
many years he lived with the 
fam ily until he died last year. 
JSven the mother rabbit who 
lives prim arily in the backyard 
is housebroken and enters the 
house through a dog door. 
As for Mollie and Baby, they 
are both gaining strength and 
confidence, and “ I guess wee'll 
have to find a home for them 
together one of these day s,” 
Mrs. Hildreth said.

The new' contract, subject to 
ratification by the members of 
the union, was made retroac­ 
tive to January, 19 70, with an 
expiration date of July, 19 73.

was not clear how' the 
agreement would fit into Presi­ 
dent Nixon's wage controls. 
The average 12 per cent an­ 
nual in crease is m ore than 
twice the 5.5 per cent annual 
limit established as a general 
rule by the Pay Board. And on 
the surface, the board's ban on 
retro activ e in cre ase s before 
Nov. 14 w'ould appear to nullify 
nearly two years of extra pay 
for the Signalmen dating back 
to when the new contract period 
began on Jan . 1,19 70. 


But union sources indicated 
that the Signalmen would claim 
exem ption under the equity 
cla u se of the P ay B o ard 's 
guidelines on the 
basis that 
most other rail workers have 
already gotten the pay raises 
scheduled to go into effect be­ 
fore Aug. 15. 
The Signalmen went on strike 
for about 40 hours last May 17- 
18 to back up their contract 
dem an ds. C on gress ordered 
them back to work until Oct. 1.

Federal Court Upholds 


Military On Pregnancies 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI)—A 
federal appeals court has up­ 
held 
military regulations 
re­ 
garding pregnant officers by 
refusing to block the discharge 
of Capt. Susan Struck, the first 
Air Force officer to give birth 
while on active duty. 
The 9 th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals ruled Monday that the 
27-year-old unwed nurse could 
be discharged because of “ a 
compelling public interest in 
not having pregnant female sol­ 
diers in the m ilitary establish­ 
m ent.” 
Capt. Struck becam e preg­ 
nant while serv in g at Cam 
Rahn Bay, Vietnam in early 
19 70 and gave her baby girl, 
Tanya Marie, up for adoption 
a fte r its 
birth in T acom a, 
Wash. She went to court over 
Air Force moves to discharge 
her, arguing that military preg­ 
nancy rules were unconstitu­ 
tional. 
The court M onday turned 
dow'n her petition to remain in 
the service, upholding a regula­ 
tion providing for the honorable 
discharge of officers who be­ 
come pregnant. 
“ We are not persuaded that it 
(the regulation) is either arbi­ 
trary or irrational,” the court 
said in an opinion by Justice J. 
Warren Madden. 
The court said that in hospi­ 
tals in combat zones in Viet­ 
nam, a pregnant nurse could 
suffer a m iscarriage during an 
attack and become “ a liability 
and a burden to the Air Force” 


instead of an effective member 
of the military team. 
The circuit court had already 
ruled last year the Air Force 
had a right to discharge Capt. 
Struck, 
but before the Air 
Force could act. U.S. Supreme 
Court Justice William O. Doug­ 
las ordered all further attempts 
to discharge her suspended un­ 
til the completion of proceed­ 
ings.

teers who spend two y ears in a 
foreign land or the Vista v olun­ 
teers who liv e and work within 
the country ’s boundaries.

Small pos­ 
sessions do the job for the 
military man; family china, a 
few flowers and fav orite toy s 
work for his w ife and children. 
BUT MAJOR purchases are 
often made by y oung and old 
couples on the mov e. How can 
they be integrated into the 
shifting mobile life? 
Start by acq uiring the accou­ 
terments to comfortable liv ing, 
instead of the basic necessities.

For ex ample, the 
folding chairs shown today . 
Finished in bright lacq uer col­ 
ors and upholstered in a Pucci- 
print fabric, they add another 
splash of indiv iduality to a tem­ 
porary home. Four folded 
chairs, such as these by Brown- 
Saltman, take little space on 
mov ing day . 


THE CONSOLE table is an­ 
other space-sav ing idea by the 
same manufacturer.

Are canned foods really safe 
to eat? Despite the doubt inject­ 
ed into many homes throughout 
the country by a recent fatal 
case of botulism poisoning from 
canned v ichy ssoise, the answer 
remains an unq ualified, “Yes.” 
The recent death was only the 
fourth such fatality in the last 
45 y ears, reports the Nov ember 
issue of Family Health maga­ 
zine. The article notes that the 
four deaths resulted from just 
three contaminated cans. 
The article suggests way s to 
av oid the possibility , though re­ 
mote, of becoming one of those 
isolated cases. 
It is only when canned food is 
ex posed to the air, either while 
still in the can or following its 
remov al, that botulism may de­ 
v elop. Ex amine the condition of 


the cans that are purchased 
fo r.. . 
Dents. A small, shallow dent 
isn’t dangerous, but a large, 
deep crease may damage a 
seam .o r put a crack in the 
metal and thus destroy airtight­ 
ness. Buy ing badly dented cans 
at marked-down prices is not 
worth the risk. 
Bulges. The rule: don’t use a 
can with swollen or bulging 
ends. Return it to the store 
manager immediately , so he 
can check for possible defects 
in other cans of the same prod­ 
uct. 
Odors. If y ou detect any off- 
odor when y ou open a can of 
food, don’t taste; throw it out. 
le ak age . 
Sure sign that inter­ 
nal security has been breached. 
Don’t use the can.

Jury Report 


RAVENNA, Ohio (U PI)-A 
county clerk yesterday de­ 
stroyed a grand jury report 
that accused 25 persons of 
criminal actions in the disor­ 
ders at Kent State University 
which ended in the shooting 
deaths of four students by Na­ 
tional Guardsmen. May 4. 1970. 


Complying with an order by a 
federal judge. Portage County 
Clerk of Courts Lucy De Leone 
ceremoniously burned the re­ 
port and the only copy in a 
waste basket in the parking lot 
of the county courthouse. 


A 
group 
of 
25 
persons 
watched the burning which 
prompted New York attorney, 
David Scribner, who represents 
some of the 25 persons indicted, 
to say : 
“ I hope the Ohio Supreme 
Court will order the burning of 
the indictments.” 
The report, issued Oct. 16, 
1970, by a grand jury investi­ 
gating the violence on the cam­ 
pus, was ordered destroyed by 
U. S. District Court Judge Wil­ 
liam K. Thomas in Cleveland 
last Jan. 28. 


In Washington. U. S. Supreme 
Court Justice Potter Stewart 
temporarily blocked the prose­ 
cution of the 25 persons pending 
action by the court later this 
week. 
The defendants are 
scheduled to go on trial Nov. 22. 
Attorneys for the 25 argued 
they could not get a fair trial 
because of the grand jury re­ 
port. 


After studying the report, 
which accompanied the indict­ 
ment of 24 students and former 
students and one professor, 
Thomas ruled: “ These findings 
and conclusions, unlawful viola­ 
tions of the grand jury oath of 
secrecy, prejudice the indicted 
persons.” 
Craig Morgan, the former 
student body president indicted 
for second degree riot, called 
the ceremony “ ridiculously 
melodramatic.” 
“ I bet there won’t be a dry 
eye in the place,” said the 22- 
year-old senior, Sunday night. 
“ Burning the report isn't 
going to change anybody's opin­ 
ions. The report has already 
done irreparable harm, but I 
guess destroying it at least 
demonstrates that the report 
was illegal,” he said. 
The grand jury report cited a 
“ permissive” Kent State ad­ 
ministration for blame in allow­ 
ing an atmosphere conducive to 
the tormenting of disorders, 
and it absolved the National 
Guardsmen who fired on the 
crowd of anti-war demonstra­ 
tors. 
• Thomas’s ruling was later 
appealed to the U.S. 6th Circuit 
Court of Appeals at Cincinnati, 
which upheld destruction of the 
report. But the court also up­ 
held the indictment. Prosecu­ 
tion of the 25 could begin as 
earlv as Nov. 22.

WILMINGTON. N.C. - Rog­ 
er D. Paxton, just old enough to 
vote, has found out it takes 
time and costs money to be a 
good citizen. 


He volunteered to appear 
against the driver of a petrole­ 
um tanker he saw weaving on a 
main highway one evening in 
November 1970. It took the 
courts nine months to convict 
the driver of drunken driving, 
and young Paxton had to make 
no less than seven trips to court 
over that period of time. 


“ People said I was a fool,” 
Paxton said. “ I got $3 a day 
and gas, and I could have made 
almost $3 an hour overtime on 
my job. I figure I drove almost 
1,000 miles before the case was 
ended.” 
But work on a rescue squad 
has made the young man con­ 
scious of the terrible results of 
careless and drunken driving. 
“ When I saw that petroleum 
truck swerving all over the 
place, I just had to keep that 
driver off the road," he said.

o ther purpo ses such as “ ro b­ 
bery o r placing ex plo siv es o r 
incendiary dev ices, can be re­ 
duced by dev o ting greater at­ 
tentio n to co nstructio n metho ds 
and materials as well as intru­ 
sio n and alerting dev ices.” 


Bettini’s co mments o n the plan,

A g rou p of dedicated men in 
Nov ato feel they are weli on 
the way to prov iding Marin’s 
second larg est city with a boy s’ 
clu b. They hav e raised nearly 
half of the money needed to pu t 
u p a clu bhou se. They fig u re 
that once they bu ild the clu b­ 
hou se, the boy s’ clu b will prov e 
its worth and draw su fficient 
financial su pport to keep g oing . 
Sou thern Marin has a boy s’ 
clu b, which has a hard time 
raising fu nds. One who believ es 
strong ly that San Rafael, the 
cou nty ’s big g est city , also 
shou ld hav e su ch a clu b is Jack 
MacPhee, recently appointed to 
the city parks and recreation 
commission. MacPhee former­ 
ly operated what he called the 
Mar-Vel Athletic Clu b ‘*on his 
own,” fitting u p the basement 
of his hou se with body -bu ilding 
and weig ht-lifting equ ipment. 
He knows from ex perience that 
prov iding what is needed is no 
one-man job. 
MacPhee has his sig hts set 
hig h. He env isions an Oly mpic- 
sized pool, among other equ ip­ 
ment. 
THE STORY of the Nov ato 
Boy s’ Clu b headqu arters, still 
not 
a reality , shows what he 
and other boosters for a San 
Rafael 
Boy s’ Clu b are u p 
ag ainst. 
Joseph Bonamolo g ot the No­ 
v ato Boy s’ Clu b started a few 
y ears back. Bu t it lacked facili­ 
ties and scarcely g ot off the 
g rou nd. Eu g ene Trombley nex t 
took ov er as clu b president, bu t 
was u nable to dru m u p enou g h 
enthu siasm in the city . Dav id 
E. Milano became president 
last y ear, and it is he who has 
sparked the cu rrent fu nd-rais­ 
ing driv e. 


A big plu s for the campaig n 
has been the activ e su pport of 
Edward W. Adams, Nov ato’s 
city recreation director. 


BOYS’ CLUBS, 
affiliated 
with Boy s’ Clu b of America, 
are priv ately operated. Some­ 
times su pport from the bu ­ 
reau cracy in city and cou nty 
recreation departments is lack­ 
ing . The bu reau crats som e­ 
times see a boy s’ clu b as an 
encroachm ent on their pre ­ 
serv e. 


It is an adv antag e to a boy s' 
clu b, howev er, to remain pri­ 
v ately sponsored and operated 
— ev en thou g h this depriv es it 
of ready fu nds from the tax 
dollar. Mu ch of today ’s recrea­ 
tion for y ou ng people is too 
stru ctu red, 
ov er-org anized, 
ov er-su perv ised. As a city fu nc­ 
tion it perhaps has to be that 
way . As a priv ately sponsored 
fu nction, it can be more flex i­ 
ble. 
Boy s’ clu bs are of long stand­ 
ing and recog nized benefit in 
many of the larg er cities. We 
recall as an ex ample that three 
decades and more ag o, Utah 
Power and Lig ht Co. u nder­ 
wrote the costs of the West Side 
Boy s’ Clu b in the “ tou g h side of 
town” in Salt Lake City — 
claim ing that the com pany 
sav ed more than the clu b cost 
becau se the boy s had some­ 
thing else to do and didn’t 
break so many street lig hts. 
Su ch clu bs are relativ ely new 
to the su bu rbs. Bu t they hav e a 
place here, too. We wish su c­ 
cess to the Nov ato Boy s’ Clu b 
in its campaig n for clu bhou se 
fu nds. And we think it’s time 
that som ething sim ilar g ot 
started in San Rafael.

Sales Tax On Gasoline 


Wrong Approach To Need 


SACRAMENTO — Well, they ’v e done it 
to y ou ag ain — the politicians. 
At least they are g oing to — starting 
Ju ly 1,19 7 2. 
A fiv e per cent sales tax on g asoline! 
That comes ou t to Vi to 2.2 cents a 
g allon. And, that’s on top of the 11 cents 
a g allon tax already there — fou r cents 
federal, sev en cents state. 
So, starting nex t su mmer, ev ery time 
y ou crank u p the family bu g g y , 40 per 
cent of y ou r g as dollar g oes for tax es. 
The idea behind the sales tax on 
g asoline is to promote local mass rapid 
transit projects by prov iding $170 million 
a y ear to help pay for trains and tracks 
and bu sses, and some additional roads 
and ex pressway s. That is a worthy u n­ 
dertaking , to be su re. 
It’s ju st that they hav e g one abou t it 
the wrong way . 
LOOK AT IT THIS WAY. They pu t in a 
new rapid transit sy stem — sleek new 
trains, fancy stations, compu terized traf­ 
fic controls. And, who benefits? 
Su re, the commu ter g ets a serv ice. And 
may be — ju st may be — there are fewer 
cars on the roads and less smog . Bu t, the 
g u y who really profits is the fellow who 
owns land arou nd the train stations and 
the terminals. He hasn’t done a thing and 
he stands to dean u p. 
Take BART, for ex ample, the Bay 
Area Rapid Transit district fu nded by 
tax pay er money . Estimates are that the 
\alu e of the land arou nd BART’s 
33 
stations will ju mp abou t $1 billion. A tidy

windfall for a few landowners who reap 
the rewards of socially created, tax pay ­ 
er-indu ced wealth! The pu blic pay s; they 
profit. 
So, instead of lay ing it on the motorist, 
who is already pay ing for the hig hway s, 
why not tax the folks who make the 
tremendou s profits for doing nothing — 
ex cept, may be, specu lating in land? They 
wou ld still come ou t ahead. 


CITIES WITH MASS transit problems 
and plans shou ld form special districts 
and u se their sov ereig n power to tax the 
land, not the improv ements, along the 
rou tes and arou nd the stations. Su ch 
tax es, along with reasonable fares for 
the commu ter, wou ld g o most of the way 
toward pay ing the costs of rapid transit. 
That’s not su ch a hare-brained idea. 
It’s been done, and it works. And ev ery ­ 
one inv olv ed benefits. 
It’s been done for other pu blic w'orks 
projects, too. 
The locally financed, mu lti-pu rpose re­ 
clamation projects arou nd Modesto and 
Tu rlock and su rrou nding Stanislau s 
Cou nty are landmark ex amples. Those 
water projects transformed that area 
from a semi-arid treeless ex panse into a 
fertile and flou rishing plain. And, it w'as all 
locally -financed — no federal g rants, no 
cash from Sacramento. 
The projects were financed throu g h 
local irrig ation districts which were 
formed to lev y annu al assessments on 
the land, ex clu siv e of crops and improv e­ 
ments. The lev ies were su fficient to meet 
district financial oblig ations. Did it 
work'’ Well, today the water and power 
projects are paid for, in fu ll, and Don 
Pedro Dam is ono of the monu ments to 
their sm arts and their g u ts. 


CITIES, OR AREAS, wrestling with 
rapid transit problems cou ld take a 
lesson The problem, of cou rse, is that for 
su ch log ic to work men mu st be more 
willing to su pport their own efforts. And, 
politicians mu st be less prone to skm one 
cat to g et a fu r coat for someone else. 
It s a m atter of honest, rather than 
ex pedient, tax reform, of g etting off the 
dime and making intellig ent u se of the 
land v alu e tax .

Nixon Precipitated 
Confirmation Fight 


A considerable amou nt of confu sion 
su rrou nds those people President Nix on 
has nominated for the Su preme Cou rt. 
The confu sion centers on whether they 
are or shou ld be liberal or conserv ativ e; 
activ ists or strict constru ctionists; or 
whether or not they are qu alified to 
serv e. Liberal and activ ist are not neces­ 
sarily sy nonomou s, nor are conserv ativ e 
and strict constru ctionist. 
A liberal ju stice wou ld probably ru le in 
fav or of ex tending civ il rig hts or v oting 
rig hts, bu t if he were an activ ist he wou ld 
ex trapolate his decision from a particu lar 
situ ation to cov er as many sim ilar situ a­ 
tions as possible. If he were a strict 
constru ctionist he wou ld ru le in a sim ilar 
way , bu t w'ou ld restrict it to that specific 
case. 
Similarly , a conserv ativ e ju stice wou ld 
probably fav or the g ov ernment in a case 
concerning national secu rity or su rv eil- 
ance of citizens. Likewise, if he were an 
activ ist he wou ld try to ex trapolate it as 
widely at possible and if he were a strict 
constru ctionist, he wou ld make a narrow 
interpetation cov ering only that specific 
situ ation. I natu rally hope Mr. Nix on 
really means it when he say s his men are 
both conserv ativ e and strict constru ction­ 
ists. 
As to qu alifications, both men seem to 
be so. N orm ally their conserv atism 
wou ld not be a v alid issu e, ex cept Mr. 
Nix on made it so in his nominating 
speech. This was u nwise of him for their 
political v iews are now fair g ame for 
Senate liberals, if they choose to make 
them so. Mr. Nix on may hav e precipitat­ 
ed a confirmation fig ht where none wou ld 
hav e taken place if he had been a bit 
more carefu l in what he said while 
nominating them.

Nobel Prize Honors Remarkable 
Achievements Of Onetime Refugee 


WASHINGTON - A candle lig hted 
ag ainst the darkness of a trou bled w'orld 
casts a long beam. It illu minates an act 
cou nter to the v iolence and hatred that 
are sy mptoms of the sickness of ou r 
time. 
Any one predicting 25 y ears ag o that a 
German wou ld receiv e the Nobel Peace 
Prize wou ld hav e been considered daft. 
The award this y ear went to Chancellor 
Willy Brandt, and it is rem arkable not 
only as tribu te to his diplomacy bu t as a 
testament to his career. 
If no one cou ld hav e believ ed in 19 46 , 
after the Nazi horde had rav ag ed so 
mu ch of Eu rope and the war crimes 
trials were rev ealing the sinister depths 
of the Hitler conspiracy , that a German 
wou ld be tapped, certainly Willy Brandt 
wou ld hav e seemed a candidate bey ond 
the remotest possibility . The illeg itimate 
son of a waitress in Lu beck, he nev er 
knew his father. As the Nazis consolidat­ 
ed their power he fled to Norway , since 
to hav e stay ed wou ld hav e meant certain 
death. 
HE WAS GIVEN the Nobel Prize for 
carry ing throu g h a dialog u e with the 
East that has resu lted in treaties estab­ 
lishing postwar bou ndaries in accord 
with present reality . The chancellor 
dared to challeng e and ov ercome the 
ling ering belief in Germany that the 
border with Poland cou ld he pu shed back 
to what it had been before the Nazi 
inv ation in 19 39 . 
More daring ev en, he started a series 
of talks with East Germany looking to a 
workable arrang em ent for the statu s of 
Berlin and for the two Germany s. After 
prolong ed discu ssion among the fou r 
occu py ing powers in Berlin, in which the 
United States play ed the du biou s role of 
relu ctant drag on, the ambassadors of the 
fou r u nderwrote the Brandt initiativ e. 
Chances are g ood for an ag reement 
stabilzing the rig hts of the West and 
enlarg int the priv ileg e of passag e be­ 
tween East and West Berlin for the 
Germans.

The Nobel committee in 19 26 div ided 
the prize among Stresemann; Aristide 
Briand, foreig n minister of France, and 
Au sten Chamberlain, the British foreig n 
secretary . They had tog ether brou g ht 
Eu rope to a peak of hope. It was not to 
last for long , as Germany stru g g led 
u nder a load of reparations and the 
aftermath of ru naway inflation. In 19 30 
the United States went protectionist with 
the Smoot-Hawley Tariff Act that helped 
to trig g er the worldwide depression. This 
was made to order for Hitler. It can 
happen ag ain with the fear of recession 
hau nting Eu rope today .

Townhouses, Apartments Show 
Need For Joint Safety Efforts 


There is ;i proliferation of 
cluster housing, townhouses, 
condominium and apartment 
houses in Novato. The Novato 
Planning department estimates 
that there are approximately 
2,000 such units under construc­ 
tion, approved, or in various 
stages of planning. 
Tins is causing some concern 
in the Novato Fire Department. 
Phe city requires a one hour 
fire wall of 5/8th inch gypsum 
board between cluster houses. 
There is no requirement for fire 
walls in townhouses, condomi­ 
niums or apartment houses, ac­ 
cording to the city building 
depart rnent. 
Fire Chief Jack Kidder said 
that as long as the units are 
new, ho is not concerned, but he 
will be in a few years when the 
shingles and shakes dry out and 
become weathered. 
The chief said one of his 
major concerns is the shingle 
and shake construction, espe­ 
cially of the roofs. When these 
dry out, a grass or brush fire 
with a strong wind could set 
many of them on fire. 
He was concerned also with 
the new St. Anthony de Padua 
Catholic Church at the south 
end of Cambridge Street. The 
church sits alone in a wilder­ 
ness of grass, brush and trees. 
The plans called for a shake 
roof, but through the persuasion 
of the fire department, it was 
changed. 
“ With a good wind blowing a 


grass fire, that church would 
have Ix’cn vulnerable to fire,” 
Kidder said. 
The city and fire district, 
which are separate entities, 
meet occasionally to discuss 
fire hazards of the buildings, 
the chief said. However, the 
city does not ask the fire de­ 
partment for its approval on 
plans for wooden structures. 


With the apartment houses 
getting larger and larger in 
Novato, city and fire district 
should w'ork together in setting 
up codes for fire protection. 
Anyone in these larger apart­ 
ment complexes is at the mercy 
of everyone else’s carelessness 
with fire.

Bronx. 
Senator Kennedy also met 
with Democratic Party leaders 
of New York State in his broth­ 
er-in-law Steve Smith’s Fifth 
Avenue apartment, to discuss 
ways of keeping his name off 
the ballot. 
He then talked for an hour 
with Mayor John Lindsay in an 
effort to persuade Lindsay not 
to start a grass-roots Kennedy 
presidential campaign. 
Before leaving New York, 
Kennedy rode up Fifth Avenue 
in an open convertible with his 
wife, Joan, hoping to discour­ 
age New Yorkers from consid­ 
ering him as a Democratic 
hopeful. 
After the ride Kennedy ap­ 
peared on the Johnny Carson 
Show, the Dick Cavett Show, 
the David Frost Show and the 
Late-Night Movie, stating he 
would not even accept a draft 
at the convention in Miami.

Brazil Due 


Sales Pitch 


For Planes 


RIO DE JANEIRO (UPD- 
Botli the United States and 
France like to see the Brazilian 
air force fly into the wide blue 
yonder. However, the United 
States wants the planes made 
in the* U.S.A. while France 
wants them Air France. 
This may I k * the jet age, but 
French and American arms 
specialists have rolled up their 
sleeves for a knockdown, dra- 
gout battle of salesmenship 
over turboprop aircraft. They 
are trying to convince Presi­ 
dent Emilio Garrastazu Medici 
and the Brazilian air force that 
they can sell the best antisub­ 
marine patrol aircraft for the 
money. 
NOT LARGE 
The total number of planes 
involved is not large. 
Military sources said Brazil 
intends to buy only about six or 
seven of the patrol planes. 
France has offered the two- 
engine Atlantic, the NATO 
plane used by Holland and Ger­ 
many, as well as by France. 
The Unit(*d States is pushing 
the four-engine Orion, from 
Ixickheed, now used by Austral­ 
ia and New Zealand. 
U.S. diplomatic sources said 
the airplane sale is important 
for U.S. security. 
“ The U.S. overseas bases 
need facilities that can service 
the type of planes we use. 
That’s why we’re trying to sell 
the Orion,” a U. S. diplomatic 
source said. 
The Orion costs an estimated 
$7 million, not including spare 
parts. According to the aircraft 
supplement of “ Jane’s Fighting 
Ships,” the Orion has a maxi­ 
mum speed of 413 knots at 
15,000 feet, with a range of 4,993 
miles. The Atlantic, designed 
by Breguet, has a maximum 
speed of 330 knots and a range 
of 3,6000 miles. 
FOR BOAT SPOTTING? 
Ironically, if either plane is 
bought. Brazil is likely to em­ 
ploy them m spotting French 
and U.S. fishing boats that 
shrimp within the claimed 200- 
mile limit. Brazil joined nine 
sister Latin American republics 
last year in claiming jurisdic­ 
tion 200 miles off its coast. On 
June 1, it began giving fishing 
boats warnings, but none were 
seized. France and the U.S. are 
negotiating with Brazil over the 
200-mile claim, but an agree­ 
ment has not yet been signed 
by either nation. U.S. arms 
specialists argue that the long­ 
er range of the Orion will allow 
the Brazilian air force to spot 
more pirate shrimp boats, 
while the French point to the 
lower operating cost of their 
two-engine plane. 
A U.S. salesman said, “ that 
Atlantic flies too low and picks 
up salt w’ater. The Dutch had a 
lot of trouble with it.” 
But economic factors are not 
the only ones in the sale. 
The French argue that Brazil 
should buy French to give itself 
more political independence 
from the United States. 
ARMS POLICY 
“ The will of France is for an 
independent armaments policy, 
without foreign injunctions, be 
it of the United States or Rus­ 
sia,” said Gen. Huges de Es- 
toile, chief of a French arma­ 
ments delegation, in a closed- 
door talk before officers of the 
chief of staff in Brasilia. 
U.S. diplomats counterat­ 
tacked by reminding Brazilians 
of the traditional U.S.-Brazilian 
alliance in the hemisphere and 
the “ special relationship” 
which is always present but not 
written down in U.S.-Brazilian 
affairs.

LONDON (UPI)—A B ritish 
lo rd, the Earl o f Lindsay , has 
w ritten to M artha M itchell, 
wife o f the U.S. Atto rney Gen­ 
eral, rebu king her fo r “ u nco u th 
behav io r” in refu sing to cu rtsy 
to Qu een Elizabeth at a Bu ck­ 
ingham Palace garden p arty . 


Mrs. Mitchell, writing in the 
Ladies Ho me Jo u rnal, said she 
did no t cu rtsy , a traditio nal 
m ark o f resp ect, becau se she 
did no t feel an American sho u ld 
bo w to a fo reign mo narch. 


“ On this p rincip le,” Lo rd 
Lindsay wro te in his letter to 
Mrs. Mitchell p u blished to day 
in the Daily Telegrap h, “ I take 
it that it is y o u r co nsidered 
o p inio n I sho u ld remain seated 
du ring the p lay ing o f the ’’Star 
Sp angled Banner’“. 


“ It has nev er entered my 
head no t to stand” when the 
U.S. 
natio nal 
anthem 
was 
p lay ed, Lindsay said. 
Kno wing “ho w to behav e in 
p o lite so ciety was so mething 
which has o bv io u sly been o mit­ 
ted fro m y o u r edu catio n,” he 
wro te. 


“ Yo u hav e merited a stern 
rebu ke fo r y o u r u nco u th behav ­ 
io r, bu t do no t desp air—I am 
co nfident that if y o u keep y o u r 
ey es o p en o r ap p ly y o u r mind 
to the p ro blem y o u will learn in 
time and, who kno ws, o ne o f 
these day s y o u may find y o u r­ 
self a credit to y o u r hu sband,” 
Lindsay said.

Mitchell “ that y o u refrain fro m 
v isiting Bu ckingham Palace o r 
any similar establishments in 
the fu tu re, bu t remain at ho me 
in Keo ku k, Io wa, o r Kalama­ 
zo o , Mich., o r wherev er it was 
y o u o riginated.

A. Although you are correct 
in stating that yield figured on 
the reader’s cost would be 4 per 
cent, figured on his invest­ 
ment’s present value — $14.50 
per share — is 6.8 per cent. In 
discussing yields the latter fig­ 
ure is more meaningful, since it 
represents the return on his 
capital as it stands at the 
present. In other words, if he 
sold his shares he would have 
only the reduced amount of 
principal to reinvest for in­ 
come. Thus, for the purpose of 
comparison with other potential 
investments, the yield is calcu­ 
lated on current share price 
rather than on cost.

SAN FRANCISCO (BW) — 
The president of the American 
Petroleum Institute has criti­ 
cized advocates of a “ no­ 
growth” national policy, point­ 
ing out that continued economic 
growth is necessary if national 
goals are to be attained. 


In an address before the 
A P I’s annual meeting yester­ 
day. Frank N. Ikard struck at 
what he called “ cipher Cassan- 
dras” who preach “ zero popula­ 
tion growth, zero economic 
growlh, zero technological de­ 
velopment and zero energy 
growth.” 


He asserted that “ no growth” 
proponents argue that “ further 
economic growth will exhaust 
our resources, destroy the 
amenities of life, and lead to 
the eventual disintegration of 
the planet.” 


Ikard pointed out, however, 
that many nations of the world 
have per capita incomes bare- 
bly above subsistence level. 
“ They are the ‘have not’ na­ 
tions and peoples,” he said. 
“ And what they ‘have not’ most 
of all is inanimate energy — the 
energy to pull themselves away 
from the human toil and the 
primitive conditions that, sure­ 
ly, are alien to the better world 
we all seek and desire . . . for 
them, as well as ourselves.” 
He added that “ It is surely no 
accident that countries with low 
per capita income are those

SACRAMENTO (UPI) —A 
Senate committee has scuttled 
he 1971 legislature’s biggest 
'cology bill, a measure to pro- 
;ect the C alifornia coastline 
rom slipshod development. 


Environmentalists 
promptly 
announced they will carry the 
issue directly to the people by 
attempting to place an initia­ 
tive measure on the 1972 gener­ 
al election ballot, thus bypass­ 
ing the leg islatu re and the 
governor. 


“ The legislature doesn't un­ 
derstand the depth of the peo­ 
ple’s feelings on protection of 
the en v iro n m en t,” said the 
bill’s bitter author, Assembly­ 
man Alan Sieroty, D-Beverly 
Kills. 


“ The le g isla tu re has been 
playing the old game, playing 
with the people closest to the 
legislative process—the lobby­ 
ists.” 
He blamed lobbyists, develop­ 
ers and Gov. Ronald Reagan 


for the controversial bill’s de­ 
feat. 
The measure was rejected by 
the Senate Natural Resources 
and Wildlife Committee Mon­ 
day on a 4-4 voice vote. 
Backers said one committee 
member, Sen. Jam es Q. Wed- 
worth, D-Hawthorne, had prom­ 
ised he would vote for the bill. 
He was the com m ittee’s only 
absent member, being excused 
from the legislature on “ per­ 
sonal business.” 
Sieroty said if he could obtain 
Wedworth’s support in writing 
he would seek another commit­ 
tee hearing, but the disappoint­ 
ed assemblyman told a news 
conference he was not optimis­ 
tic.

Teacher Pay 


In Balance 


W A SHINGTON (U P I) — 
Three months of back pay for 
the nation’s 2.2 million teach­ 
ers, and perhaps others as well, 
hung in the balance today as 
the Pay Board prepared to con­ 
sider possible revisions of its 
stand against retroactive wage 
increases. 
The board was in session 
today. 
The board’s basic position on 
the issue was not expected to 
change, 
but it

there would be changes or ex­ 
ceptions to the earlier ruling. 
Pay Board Chairman George 
H. 
Boldt was on record as 
saying that the board's original 
ruling against paying raises 
that would have come had the 
freeze not been in effect would 
not be reconsidered. But he 
said there would be discussion 
of m atters incidental to or con­ 
nected with the issue — includ­ 
ing back raises for school 
teachers, many of whom were 
paid at last term ’s wages dur­ 
ing the freeze. 
The Cost of Living Council 
meanwhile reversed an earlier 
ruling which had granted an 
exem ption for som e firm s 
which want to raise prices. The 
earlier position had been that 
companies faced with a wage 
raise between Nov. 14 and Jan. 
1 could raise their prices with­ 
out notifying the government in 
advance. 
But the council changed that 
stand Monday, saying that any 
of the nation’s 1,300 largest 
firms in that position now will 
have to tell the Price Commis­ 
sion of plans to raise their 
prices. If the commission does 
not object the price rises will go 
into effect 72 hours later — still 
much faster than the 30-day 
period generally required. 


Monday’s reversal had the 
greatest impact on the auto 
industry which is scheduled to 
pay United Auto Workers mem­ 
bers a 6.5 per cent contract

weeks. Detroit had been plan­

Peking Casts First 
Vote—Anti-U.S. One 


Resolution Criticizes 


Rhodesian Chrome Buying 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI)— Communist China 
casl its first vote in the United Nations today in 
support of a resolution critical of the United 
States and calling on it to prevent the importation 
of chrome from white-ruled Rhodesia. 
The resolution passed overwhelmingly, 106 to 2, 
with the American delegation itself not par­ 
ticipating in the vote. Only Portugal and South 
Africa voted against it. 


The U N. action was in re­ 
sponse to a move in the U.S. 
Congress last week which in­ 
cluded provision for the pro­ 
curement of Rhodesian chrome 
in a procurement bill. The Con­ 
gressional vote was in violation 
of a U.N. ban on trade with the 
white-minority government rul­ 
ing Rhodesia. 
The vote gave the Chinese 
their first opportunity to vote in 
the assembly, where Deputy 
Foreign M inister Chiao Ku- 
anhua and his delegation sat for 
the first time Monday since the 
Assembly voted to adm it Com­ 


munist China and expel Nation­ 
alist China three weeks ago. 


In his first speech Monday 
night, Chaio made a far-reach­ 
ing attack on both the United 
States and Russia. 


The U. S. delegation did not 
join in the debate on today’s 
resolution which expressed 
“ grave concern" at the action 
of the U. S. Congress which, if 
confirmed, would violate the U. 
N. embargo. 
The resolution went on to call 
on the U. S. government to bear 


in mind its obligations unde r 
the U. N. charter. 


The resolution went on to 
request the IJ. S. government to 
inform the assembly during its 
present session what action it 
will take to prevent the chrome 
imports and asked assembly 
President Adam Malik of Indo­ 
nesia to draw the U. S. govern­ 
m ent's attention to it. 
When China’s turn came in 
the alphabetical order to vote, 
Chiao 
shouted, 
“ Y es” ,

Chinese He had to be reminded 
by assembly officials also to 
push the green “yes“ button on 
his desk which registered the 
Chinese vote.

able,” Young said. 
The warning of a complete 
stop to residential development 
cam e four months after the 
council adopted a policy to cut 
the growth rate in half and 
limit construction to 500 new 
homes per year. That policy 
decision was reached in June 
after residents complained vig­ 
orously that the rapid develop­ 
ment did not permit schools, 
recreation and city services to 
keep pace. 
Young told the council that 
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the city will use 5,000,000 gal­ 
lons of water per day on the 
average next sum m er and that 
no additional w ater will be 
av ailab le from the Sonoma 
County Water Agency until per­ 
haps 1974 or more likely 1975. 


He said that with the defeat 
of the Sonoma-Marin Aqueduct 
plan in Marin County on Nov. 2, 
the Sonoma Water Agency has 
scaled down plans and now is 
considering building a new 
pipeline from the Russian River 
to supply water to Southern 
Sonoma. 
Young said he didn’t knowr 
how much additional water the 
new' pipeline would bring Peta­ 
lum a, but that it probably 
w ouldn’t be com pleted until 
1975 so that severe water shor­ 
tages would be inevitable if 
home construction were to con­ 
tinue at a rapid pace. 
He said a new two-million- 
gallon storage tank is 80 per 
cent complete and that the city 
will bo able to meet the peak 
sum m er requirement of 7,000,- 
000 gallons per day next year. 
“ You ju st c a n ’t have more 


growth past what you’ll have 
next sum m er,” he said. 


Young said he would meet 
with staff members of the wa­ 
ter agency to discuss the pipe­ 
line plan and a timetable and 
would report back to the coun­ 
cil next month. 


The council approved a reso­ 
lution urging the water agency 
to go ahead with its plan to 
build the new' pipeline from the 
river to Cotati to connect with 
the present north-south line to 
provide more water to Petalu­ 
ma. 


“This water problem is going 
to be a very limiting factor on 
our growth," City Mgr Robert 
H 
Meyer said today. He said 
tem porary measures can lx* 
taken to assure that Petalu- 
mans don’t have to ration water 
next summer, but said he didn’t 
know what the status of water 
supply would be after that. 


“ If the county doesn't move 
ahead with its pipeline plan, 
we’ll really lx* in trouble 
even with our present popula­

'New Isolationist Coalition' Strikes 
Dangers Cited By Johnson in North 


NEW YORK (UPD-Former 
President Lyndon B. Johnson 
said Monday that a new coali­ 
tion of conservative and liberal 
isolationists seeks to diminish 
A m erica’s world leadership 
role. 
“Others will try to go it 
alone.” Johnson told an audi­ 
ence of about 350 business lead­ 
ers during a speech at New 
York University’s School of 
Business Administration. “But 
we cannot, for responsibility is 
the price of leadership. 
“And if we, the representa­ 
tives of business and labor and 
government and academia — 
we, the strongest and wealthi­ 
est nation on earth ... if we do 
not lead, then our system as we 
know it just cannot survive ” 
The former Democratic presi­ 
dent said he was disturbed by 
what he said appeared to be the 
formation of “a new coalition of 
isolationists which could be 
mistaken for the majority opin­ 
ion. 


LYNDON JOHNSON 
University speech 


“It is made up of conserva­ 
tives and liberals who seek to 
diminish America’s role in the 
world —for entirely different 


reasons." he said. 
Some of those isolationists, 
Johnson said, “are angry be­ 
cause what we have done for 
the world hasn’t made other 
nations automatically do what 
we say. Some just don’t like 
foreigners. Some think we 
should spend everything on our­ 
selves instead of trying to help 
avoid chaos elsewhere. Others 
ju st 
don’t 
like 
spending 
money—period. Others just 
don’t want to get involved.” 


Such viewpoints are “danger­ 
ously shortsighted,” Johnson 
said, and could cause irrepara­ 
ble damage to the world order. 


“We have to recognize that 
there is no safety in a sudden 
turning away from Europe or 
Asia, from the Middle East or 
Latin America.” said Johnson. 
“ If we fall into isolationism, we 
will find that we are the ones 
who are isolated. We cannot 
afford to repeat the tragic mis­ 
takes of the past.”

Soviet Masterspy Abel Is Dead 
PARIS (UPI) - The Franco- 
British supersonic <SST) jetliner 
Concorde recently made sever­ 
al flights over French territory 
at twice the speed of sound and 
nobody apparently noticed, 
Transport Minister Jean Cha- 
mant told the National Assem­ 
bly.

The first session lasted two 
hours and 15 minutes, unusually 
long for the initial meeting of a 
new round of SALT. 
Conference sources said the 
session indicated the Soviets, 
like the Americans, returned to 
Vienna ready to do business. 
“ It was quite satisfactory,” 
one source said. “They picked 
up where they left off in Helsin­ 
ki the last SALT round. And 
they left off in Helsinki quite 
well.”

MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet masterspy Rudolf 
Abel, exchanged in 1962 for U2 spy pilot Francis 
Gary Powers, died yesterday of lung cancer, 
unofficial Soviet sources said today. 
He was 68. 
Abel, a colonel in the KGB secret 
police, had been ill for six months, 
the sources said. He died in Moscow 
and will be buried Thursday. 
Abel was arrested in Brooklyn, 
N.Y., in 1957 on charges of spying 
for the Soviet Union and was sen­ 
tenced to 30 years in prison. 
In February 1962, Abel was 
swapped for Powers, the pilot of an American U2 
spy plane shot down over the Soviet Union in 
1960. 
The U2 incident scuttled the Big Four summit 
conference in Paris in 1960. 
Abel’s name last appeared in the Soviet press 
in 1969. The bulletin of the Soviet Law Institute 
said he had been awarded the Order of the Red 
Banner for “bravery and fortitude’* and was 
teaching in the Soviet intelligence services.

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Extremists Escape 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
(UPI) — Nine suspected Irish 
Republican Army (IRA) extre­ 
mists escaped from Belfast’s 
Crumlin Road prison in a day­ 
light jailbreak today, the Bri­ 
tish Army said. 
Policie sources said the in­ 
mates were awaiting trial on 
charges connected with using 
arms and explosives. 


The prison initially housed 
several hundred suspected Irish 
Republican extremists picked 
up by security forces when the 
government introduced intern­ 
ment without trial on Aug. 9. 
Most internees were later 
transferred to Long Kesh, an 
army camp south of Belfast. 


Will Not Abdicate 


TOKYO (UPI) — Emperor 
Hirohito, at an unprecedented 
meeting with foreign newsmen, 
today ruled out the possibility 
of abdication in favor of his 
eldest son. 
“I think that the Japanese 
constitution and the imperial 
household law prevent the oc­ 
currence of such a thing,” the 
70-year-old monarch said. “I 
don’t think such a thing can be 
done.” 
The Japanese monarch said 
he enjoyed his recent trip to 
Europe.

Iron Out Cancer Attack 


SAIGON fUPI)—An American 
F4 Phantom jet fighterbomber 
crossed into North Vietnam to­ 
day to attack a Communist 
antiaircraft battery which had 
fired at the U.S. plane as it was 
carrying out a raid on a truck 
convoy on the Ho Chi Miuh 
Trail in nearby Laos. 


As the U.S. command report­ 
ed the new attack inside North 
Vietnam, it also said three 
American GIs were killed and 
four injured Monday in acci­ 
dents. Two U.S. troops were 
killed in stepping on a mine 
near Hue and the third death 
and four injuries were in a road 
accident 40 miles east of Sai­ 
gon. 
The U.S. command said the 
latest air strike north of the 
Demilitarized Zone (DMZ) in­ 
volved an F4 Phantom that was 
bombing traffic on the Ho Chi 
Minh Trial on the Laotian side 
of Mu Gia Pass, one of the 
principal Communist infilitra- 
tion routes into South Vietnam 
and Laos. 


The Phantom damaged one of 
the Communist guns, military 
spokesmen said. It was the 
sixth strike into North Vietnam 
in nine days. Strikes into the 
north have become increasingly 
frequent in past week in the 
U.S. Air Force’s effort to halt a 
record flow of Communist sup­ 
plies down the Ho Chi Minh 
Trail. 


In Saigon, the U.S. military 
command said it was closing 
out the 150-man headquarters of 
the 12th Tactical Fighter Wing 
at Phu Cat Airbase on South 
Vietnam’s Central Coast 270 
miles northeast of the capital 
and turning the $36 million over 
to the South Vietnamese in ear­ 
ly December. About 60 Ameri­ 
cans will stay on as advisers. 
In the Central Highlands, 
U.S. B52s dropped nearly 200 
tons of bombs on North Viet­ 
namese antiaircraft position-;

Israel Says 
Surveyors 
Fired Upon

Israeli military sources in Tel 
Aviv said today an Egyptian 
sniper had fired scattered shots 
at an Israeli surveying team 
along the Suez Canal but that 
Israel was treating the incident 
as an isolated case. 
The military correspondent of 
the Israeli newspaper Yedioth 
Aharonoth said the shootings 
during the past 48 hours had 
increased tension in the south­ 
ern sector of the canal. 
The incident, though appar­ 
ently minor, did underscore the 
tenseness of the Middle East 
situation. It followed predic­ 
tions 
by 
Libyan 
Prem ier 
Moammar el-Khadfy that a new 
Middle East war might break 
out within two months. 
Israel and Egypt meanwhile 
took sharply different attitudes 
to Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers’ attitude toward the 
Middle East. 
Military sources in Jerusalem 
said he was “deliberately ignor­ 
ing the facts” when he said 
Israel still has the military 
balance of power in the Middle 
East. 
In Cairo, the semiofficial 
newspaper A1 Ahram said re­ 
cent statem ents by Rogers 
show “that the American gov­ 
ernment has surrendered to Is­ 
raeli pressure and ceased to 
mediate the Middle East prob­ 
lem.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
House-Senate conference com 
mittee today has the task of 
resolving a controversy over 
how to mount a national attack 
on cancer. 
The House by a lopsided 350 
to 5 vote Monday approved a 
$1.6 billion bill which would 
streamline National Cancer In­ 
stitute operations. However, the 
Senate earlier voted to replace 
the institute with a new cancer 
agency. 
Rep. Paul G. Rogers (D— 
Fla.), chief sponsor of the 
House bill, said he hoped a 
House-Senate conference com­ 
mittee could meet soon to re­ 


solve differences in the bills. 


Although the Senate measure 
passed by an overwhelming 79 
to 1, Rogers said the House 
Version has many provisions to 
speed up cancer research that 
he expects Senate negotiators 
will adopt. 


“ I wouldn’t think there will 
be a serious impasse at all,” 
Rogers told reporters. “ It 
would be very easy to resolve 
these few basic issues.” The 
key question is whether cancer 
research should remain in NCI 
as part of the National Insti­ 
tutes of Health as in the House 
bill, or directed by a new agen­ 


cy, largely independent of N1H, 
as provided by the Senate 
measure. 
Sen. Gaylord Nelson (D-Wis.) 
praised the house bill for its 
“thrust toward conquering can­ 
cer. The Senate approach, in 
my opinion, would begin the 
dismantling of Nil I and handi­ 
cap the cause of fighting can- 
cer. 


Nelson cast the lone dissent­ 
ing vote when the Senate ap 
proved creation of the new 
agency which would be inde­ 
pendent of NIH for its budget 
and whose director would re­ 
port to the President. 


Rehnquist Denies Affidavits 
Of Black Voter Harassment 


WASHINGTON (UPI>-Sworn 
affidavits that William H. 
Rehnquist harassed black vot­ 
ers in the 1964 election sparked 
new demands today that the 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
further investigate his fitness to 
serve on the Supreme Court. 


Rehnquist had denied any 
such harassment in direct testi­ 
mony to the committee last 
week. He said he never served 
as a challenger —only as an 
arbiter —in settling Election 
Day disputes. And the Justice 
Department Monday said the 
renewed charges were false. 


The charges that Rehnquist 
interfered with voting in two 
predominantly black precincts 
of Phoenix, Ariz., in 1964 were 


made by Clarence Mitchell, 
Washington representative of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored Peo­ 
ple. 
Mitchell told the committee 
last week he had no documenta­ 
ry proof, because witnesses 
were reluctant to risk economic 
retaliation if they came for­ 
ward. 
But Monday he turned over to 
Sen. Birch D. Bayh, D-Ind., 
affidavits from Jordan Harris, 
a deputized Democratic party 
challenger, and Bob Tate, a 
precinct committeeman, both 
Negroes, that they saw Rehnqu­ 
ist harass voters at Bethune 
school precinct. 
After the affidavits were re- 


leased, the Justice Department 
issued a statement which had 
been prepared in consultation 
with Rehnquist and other de­ 
partment officials. It said: 
“The original statement of 
the southwest branch of the 
NAACP —which proved to be 
totally incorrect — v>as that the 
incident took place in 1968 That 
statement has no* been altered 
to make it appear that a dis­ 
turbance which in fact occurred 
in 1962 occurred instead in 
1964.” 
It said the FBI investigated 
the incident and found “Mr. 
Rehnquist was nowhere named 
... as either a participant or a 
witness.” It also said Tate was 
one of those interviewed by the 
FBI. 


FBI Quietly 
Till Runs Dry For 


Replacing Its federal Operations 
Top People 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-T he 
Federal Bureau of Investiga­ 
tion, working quietly under the 
hand of Director J. Edgar Hoo­ 
ver, has replaced almost half 
its top staff in the past few 
months. 


Among those ousted during 
the overhaul was William C. 
Sullivan, 56, who was consid-. 
ered at least for a brief period 
by most observers as Hoover’s 
handpicked successor. The bu­ 
reau’s No. 3 man, Sullivan ac­ 
cepted retirement after a long 
and apparently bitter fight. 


Sullivan was pushing for 
changes in the FBI opposed by 
Hoover, observers said. 
The 
prom otions, 
dem o­ 
tions and retirements that oc­ 
curred during the shakeup were 
not announced. They were not­ 
ed only in the FBI Recreation 
Association Magazine, The In­ 
vestigator. FBI officials have 
declined 
comment 
on 
the 
changes. 
In late September, Sullivan 
was reported by the Washing­ 
ton Post to have been locked 
out of his office. The FBI on 
Oct. 2 simply announced that 
Sullivan had retired. Sullivan, 
who was assistant to the di­ 
rector in charge of investiga­ 
tive operations, declined com­ 
ment. 
The Investigator, in its lat­ 
est edition, reports the appoint­ 
ment of Alex Rosen, 66, to 
succeeed Sullivan. The maga­ 
zine carried a small picture of 
Sullivan in a group of 20 em­ 
ployes who had retired. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - P a r t 
of the federal government be­ 
gan operating illegally at 12:01 
a.m.

Rowen, formerly a research 
associate at Harvard Universi­ 
ty, was deputy assistant secre- 
tary of defense for planning and 
national security affairs from 
1961 to 1965 under Defense Sec­ 
retary Robert S. McNamara, 
and assistant director of the 
Bureau of the Budget under 
former President Lyndon B. 
Johnson. 
Daniel Ellsberg, who admit­ 
ted leaking the Pentagon pa-«., 
pers to the news media, was 
formerly a researcher at Rand. 
The Justice Department ac­ 
cused Ellsberg, who faces trial 
on two counts of violating feder­ 
al security laws, of misappro­ 
priating the secret report on the 
origins of the Vietnam War 
from the Rand Corporation’s 
files. 
The only person to be jailed 
in the Pentagon papers leak 
was Anthony Russo, a friend of 
Ellsberg’s and also a former 
researcher at Rand. He was 
jailed for contempt of court 
because he refused to tell a 
federal grand jury what he 
knew about Ellsberg’s activi­ 
ties. 
DENIES LINK 
The resignation of Rowen and 
the internal reorganization of 
Rand has “absolutely nothing” 
to do »itb the Pentagon papers 
controversy, a Rand spokesman 
said. 
Rou en 
be was resigning 
because be ieit be had accom­ 
plished what he set out to do at 
Rand—“ straighten its national 
security research and apply its 
analytical skills to the urgent 
social needs oi the country.” 
In the administrative reor­ 
ganization, three divisions were 
established, each headed by a 
vice president. One will concen­ 
trate on programs for the Air 
Force, another on all other 
Pentagon work and the third on 
domestic, non-military, prob­ 
lems.

Bedroom Tax Wins

No opposition was voiced to 
the m easure, though a similar 
one was bitterly fought in Nova­ 
to City Council sessions and one 
subsequently enacted in San 
Rafael drew embittered com­ 
ment from developers.

For Petaluma 


Sewer Plant 


The Petaluma City Council 
decided last night to finance the 
required sewer plant addition 
by shifting money in city funds, 
raising the iax rate and using 
connection fees rather than sell­ 
ing bonds. (Another Petaluma 
City Council story, page 1.) 
The council unanimously ac­ 
cepted the proposal made last 
week by City Mgr. Robert H. 
Meyer to finance the city's 
share of the $3.7 million project 
by intra-departmental borrow­ 
ing and through projected in­ 
come from the $600 sewer con­ 
nection fees. 
Meyer said, however, that the 
plan would require an increase 
in the property tax rate of 14 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion. He said that connection 
fees had been used to repay 
sewer bonds approved in 1966, 
but with the connection fees 
now earm arked to pay for new 
construction, the tax rate must 
be increased to repay the old 
bonds. Homeowners had been 
paying 8 cents per $100 as­ 
sessed valuation on the bonds. 
The council agreed that the 
system of using connection fees 
and 
short term 
borrowing 
would be cheaper than selling 
revenue or general obligation 
bonds. 
F inance D irector Cecil G. 
Gealta said he believed the 
$500,000 available in the water 
fund would be enough to fi­ 
nance the project. The fund 
would 
be repaid later after 
federal money is reimbursed to 
the city. 
Gealta said the city already 
has $606,416 in its funds for the 
sewer plant project and that he 
estim ated $166,307 m ay be 
needed to be borrowed from the 
w ater fund.

Gulf is Called 
Ecological Mess 


ENSENADA, Mexico (LTD - 
The Gulf of California is being 
turned into an ecological disas­ 
ter because of dumpings by 
American and Mexican farm ­ 
ers, according to Katsuo Nishi- 
kawa, director of the Institute 
of Oceanology at Ensanada. 


He and five other scientists 
have been surveying ecological 
damage in the gulf, which is 
between the east coast of Baja 
C alifornia and the w estern 
shoreline of the Mexican main­ 
land. 


“ Although our prelim inary 
results will not be available for 
some tim e.” he said, "our early 
findings have been frig h ten ­ 
ing.”

The 100- 
acre parcel east of the road can 
b<* developed for 50 now. but for 
only 25 under new zoning. 
Any development of the area 
was opposed by C. F. Stol tie, 
president of the Oak Manor 
Homeowners Association. 
He complained that develop­ 
ment would aggrevate already 
had winter-time flooding condi­ 
tions as well as add to traffic 
congestion. 
"Under the conditions, I can’t 
sec that one unit should be 
built,” he told the commission. 
On a unanimous vote of the 
commission, the Poeschel prop­ 
erty rozoning was continued to 
Dec. 20 to allow the planning 
departm ent to study population 
densities as they relate to the 
proposed county-wide general 
plan. 


Damage 
Attacked 


The Marin County [Manning 
Commission called yesterday 
for an interim emergency ordi­ 
nance to halt damaging road 
grading by subdividers. 


'Hie recommendation, which 
was to be considered today by 
the county board of supervi­ 
sors, was approved unanimous­ 
ly by the commission. 


Included in the recommenda­ 
tion are proposals that the sher­ 
iff’s office enforce the ordi­ 
nance which could require 
developers to post a permit at 
the excavation site and greatly 
reduce grading limits now in 
effect. 


In the meantime, the com­ 
mission said, work should begin 
on a complete overhaul of the 
existing ordinance which does 
not consider the environmental 
impact of “ pioneering” — a 
new word for cutting roads. 


The future ordinance would 
require developers to subm it 
complete and detailed plans be­ 
fore beginning road grading 
and those plans would be sub­ 
ject to review by a proposed 
E nvironm ental Im pact Com ­ 
mittee made up of county offi­ 
cials. 


County officials have ex­ 
pressed shock during the last 
several months at the extent of 
»unauthorized road grading — 
particularly in West Marin. 


It has prompted county su­ 
pervisors to call for a report on 
loopholes in the current grading 
ordinance.

Senate Votes Cut To 
Parents Of Collegians 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-T h e 
Senate has voted to give tax 
relief to the parents of college 
students - a politically hard- 
to-resist tax cut which has 
cleared the Senate in the past 
only to die at the last step 
before enactment. 
Ironically it adopted that 
form of tax relief for the mid- 
dle-class by a 56 to 27 vote 
Monday only a few minutes 
after —by a 58 to 26 vote — 
rejecting proposed tax relief for 
people who live at or below the 
• poverty line. 
The rejected proposal would 
have reimbursed poor people 
with a check from the treasury 
for what they pay in sales taxes 
on food and for that portion of 
their rent which represents pro­ 
perty tax on their homes. 
Both plans were offered by 
Sen. Ernest F. Hollings of South 
Carolina, who is believed to 
have Democratic vice presiden­ 
tial ambitions for 1972. 
The 
reim bursem en t 
plan 
would have cost the govern­ 
m ent $1.7 billion in lost tax 
revenue. The plan to reimburse 
parents for part of their tuition 
expenses would cost the govern­ 
m ent $2.2 billion in revenue. 
It would 
p erm it p arents 
whose income is up to $25.(XX) a 
year to subtract from taxes 
owed the government $325 for 
each dependent child they send 
to college or trade school. 
Opponents, led by Sen. Rus­ 
sell B. Long, D-La„ said the 
plan represented a subsidy 
from taxpayers too poor to send 
their children to college for 
those wealthy enough to do so. 
Others argued colleges would 
only raise their tuitions, leaving 
parents no better off than be­ 
fore. 
When passed by the Senate 
twice in the past the plan was 
killed by the House^Senate con­ 
ference committee which must 
reconcile differences between 
House and Senate versions of 
tax bills. 
The previously passed house 
bill contained no such provi­ 
sion. Under House rules, tax 


bills reach the floor for an up- 
or-down vote, with no charge 
for the 
m em bers to offer 
amendments. The proposal thus 
has never been in a House bill. 
The Senate amendment was 
tacked onto the bill cutting tax­ 
es by $15.5 billion over the next 
three years which President 
Nixon proposed to stimulate the 
economy, increase business in­ 
vestment and encourage firms 
to export more. 
Democrats charged the bill is 
biased toward businesses and 
against individuals, but they 
lost, 4l) to 39, in a major effort 
to eliminate a provision that 
would give a multibillion dollar 
tax saving to businesses. 
Under unsuccessful attack 
were more liberal rules for 
depreciating business assets 
a n d 
m a c h in e r y 
—r u le s 
which Sen. Fred R. Harris, D- 
Okla., called “ a windfall on top 
of a windfall.” 
Also approved —but vulnera­ 
ble to the conference commit­ 
tee’s close scrutiny —was a 
new incom e tax deduction 
for middle class couples who 
must hire a babysitter or maid 
so both spouses can take jobs 
outside the home. 
It would perm it a tax deduc­ 
tion of up to $4,800 a year for 
couples with a joint income of 
$18,000 or less. The tax advan­ 
tage would diminish as the cou­ 
ple's income rises and would 
disappear for couples jointly 
earning $27,600 or more. Any 
home with a child under age 15 
would qualify. 
Long, whose Senate Finance 
C om m ittee oversees the n a­ 
tion’s welfare program, pro­ 
moted the deduction on the 
grounds it would create house­ 
hold jobs for women on welfare 
— and thus cut the welfare 
rolls. 
So it had attracted both as a 
device to cut welfare costs and 
to help middle class families. It 
passed 59 to 24 over adm inistra­ 
tion objections that it would 
chiefly help women who wanted 
jobs for luxuries such as new 
clothing or a new car.

The official reserve transac­ 
tions balance was $2.3 billion 
greater in the third quarter 
than the $9.8 billion deficit for 
all of 1970. The second quarter 
figure was $5.7 billion, while the 
first quarter total was $5.5 bil­ 
lion. 
The net liquidity balance 
worsened by $5.7 billion in the 
second quarter and $2.5 billion 
in the first quarter.

Court Will 
Study Army 
Monitoring 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Supreme Court agreed today to 
consider whether a group of 13 
p e rso n s and o rg a n iz a tio n s 
whose public activities were the 
object of monitoring by Army 
intelligence may contest in the 
courts the constitutionality of 
such a domestic surveillance 
system. 
The Court will schedule argu­ 
ments this term and hand down 
a written opinion. The govern­ 
ment appealed after the U.S. 
District Court for the District of 
Columbia on April 27, 1971 or­ 
dered a lviwer court to hold 
hearings on the issue. 
Arlo T atum , executive di­ 
rector of the Quaker-sponsored 
C entral C om m ittee for Con- 
sclentous Objectors, and 12 oth­ 
er persons and groups filed suit 
Feb. 17, 1970, claiming the ex­ 
istence of the Army’s domestic 
intelligence 
system 
had 
a 
“ chilling effect" on the First 
Amendment guarantee of free 
speech.* 
The suit, which also sought a 
court order to destroy all Army 
records gathered on domestic 
groups, was dismissed by Fed­ 
eral Judge George A. Hart of 
the District of Columbia. He 
refused even to take testimony, 
saying the Army was only gath­ 
ering information that is avail­ 
able to news media in the 
country. 
Tatum filed suit —backed by 
the American Civil Liberties 
Union (ACLU) —after learning 
that a computer card prepared 
for his Army file at Fort Hola- 
bird. Md., contained only the 
information that he once made 
a speech about legal rights at 
the University of Oklahoma. 
A sim ilar case filed in Chica­ 
go was also dismissed. 
The District of Columbia Ap­ 
peals Court reversed Judge 
Hart on a 2-1 vote and ordered 
hearings to determine if the 
Army’s intelligence gathering 
“does not go bgyond that which 
would 
be justified by the 
Army’s mission.” 
Specifically, 
that 
court or­ 
dered a hearing to determine: 
—The exact nature of the 
surveillance system and the re­ 
cipients of its information. 
What part, if any, of the 
system was necessary to the 
Army’s statutory mission. 
—Whether the system had or 
might have had an inhibiting 
effect on domestic groups. 
—What relief might be called 
for. 
The appeals court called for 
the hearings despite the fact 
that on March 6, 1970, the 
secretary of the Army issued a 
directive limiting such intellig­ 
ence activities. 
It said if the secretary could 
make such a judgment based 
on facts within his departmen­ 
tal knowledge, “ the United 
States District Court can hear 
evidence, ascertain the facts, 
and decide what, if any, further 
restrictions on the complained 
of activities are called for to 
confine the military to their 
legitimate sphere of activity.”

In His Car

BERKELEY - The body of 
attorney Daniel Prince, 49, who 
had most recently been living 
with his daughter in Sausalito, 
was found last night in his 
parked car in Tilden Park. 
The Alameda County coro­ 
ner’s office said a ranger found 
Prince at about 8:30 p.m. in a 
routine check of a picnic area. 
Efforts by the ranger to revive 
him with mouth-to-mouth resus­ 
citation failed, the coroner said, 
Prince was dead on arrival at 
Herrick Memorial Hospital. 
Found in the car were notes 
telling of his despondency, a 
brief case full of legal work and 
a near-empty bottle of barbitur 
ates. 
The daughter, Pamela Prince 
of 2-A West Court, told the 
coroner her divorced father had 
left Sausalito about a week ago, 
saying he would call her when 
he found a new place to live. 
She said he was despondent 
when he left.

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U.N. 
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Communist China submitted its 
own proposal before it was vot­ 
ed into the U N. 
( hiao’s speech caught most 
observers by surprise and was 
contrary to his earlier state­ 
ments on the stand his country 
would take as the newest 
member of the world body. 
Communist China, which was 
named to replace Nationalist 
China in the U.N. by a strong 
vote three weeks ago, was ex­ 
pected to take a soft line—at 
least at first. 


Chiao and 45 other members 
of China’s official delegation 
arrived in New York Thursday 
to claim the seat they had been 
seeking for 22 years. 
Chiao proclaimed friendship 
between the people of China 
and the people of the United 
States in his official statement 
delivered through an interpret­ 
e r at Kennedy International 
Airport. 
He later hinted Communist 
China would take a wait and 
see position in the U.N. and 
would not make any immediate 
m ajor policy moves. 
Chiao sat smiling and calm 
through a long series of wel­ 
coming speeches following the 
formal, physical takeover of 
Nationalist China’s spot. 
In his 2,600-word acceptance 
speech, delivered in Chinese 
Chiao: 


Called on the United States to 
pull out of Indochina, Taiwan 
and Korea: 
Told developing nations revo­ 
lution is “the irresistible trend 
of history... countries want 
independent. . . nations w ant 
liberation and the people want 
revolution;” 
Took the Arab side in the 
Mideast crisis; 
Criticized United States and 
Russian disarm am ent policies. 
Soviet A m bassador Yakov 
Malik, who had warmly shaken 
Chiao’s hand a few hours ear­ 
lier, 
was 
stonefaced after 
Chiao’s speech. Neither he nor 
U.S. Ambassador George Bush 
applauded. 


Attorney 
Gets Backing 
From Inmate 


San Rafael attorney C. Doug­ 
las Vaughn, fighting to collect 
$4,350 in attorney fees for rep­ 
resenting a San Quentin inmate 
in an assault case, got unex­ 
pected backing from the con­ 
vict today in Marin Superior 
Court. 
The convict, Louis N. Tala- 
mantez, 28, who is also facing 
m u rd e r c h a rg e s ste m m in g 
from the Aug. 21 prison vio­ 
lence, told Judge Samuel W. 
Gardiner: 
“ If you are not gonna pay the 
attorney you appointed for me, 
then let him go, m an.” 
Talamantez told the judge he 
was distrustful of Vaughn at 
first when the court appointed 
him but is now convinced that 
Vaughn is a good lawyer and 
deserves the $4,350 fee for work 
performed since last June. 
Last month, Judge Gardiner 
approved only a $500 fee for 
Vaughn, explaining that most of 
the work done by the attorney 
was repetitious and unneces­ 
sary in preparation for the as­ 
sault case. Talamantez is ac­ 
cused of assaulting another 
inmate in March 1970. 
Vaughn’s attorney, Robert B. 
McCreadie, argued today that 
the work was not repetitive and 
was essential for a good de­ 
fense of Talamantez. 
“ He’s been cut about 98 per 
cent on the bill,” McCreadie 
said. Even if the judge were to 
disallow time spent by Vaughn 
working to get medical help for 
T alam antez, the m ost th a t 
should have been cut was 20 per 
cent, McCreadie contended. A 
20 per cent cut would mean a 
fee of $3,480. 
Judge Gardiner repeated that 
most of Vaughn’s motions such 
as one to disqualify him as 
judge were repetitious. “ If you 
know the judged is biased and 
prejudiced, he ought to be dis­ 
qualified,” Gardiner said. “ But 
if you don’t know, why spend 
the rest of your life trying to 
find out if he is?” 
The judge took; the fee m atter 
under submission for a decision 
later.

and submitted to the 1975 legis­ 
lature for approval. 
Generally, the commissions 
would have regulated develop­ 
ment three miles out to sea and 
about 1,000 yards inland. But 
there would have been exemp­ 
tions, such as San Francisco 
Bay and Humboldt Bay, Cres­ 
cent City, Los Angeles and 
Long Beach harbors. 
“ If this is such a good bill, 
why don’t they include the 
whole state?” asked one sena­ 
tor who voted against the m eas­ 
ure, Republican Gordon Col­ 
ogne of Indio. 
Another senator, Republican 
Dennis E. Carpenter of New­ 
port Beach, said he voted no 
because regional government 
“ is not an idea whose time has 
come as far as I’m concerned.” 
There was little testimony 
during the relatively brief com­ 
mittee hearing. The committee 
previously had held lengthy 
hearings on this measure and 
had killed three other coastline 
protection bills. 
Sieroty called it “the most 
important bill in the conserva­ 
tion field this year,” noted state 
A ttorney G eneral Evelle J . 
Younger supported it “in prin­ 
ciple” and pointed out it passed 
the Assembly in September, 55- 
16. 
Voting for the bill were com­ 
mittee chairmen John A. Nejed- 
ly, R-Walnut Creek; and Sens. 
Arlen Gregorio, D-San Mateo; 
Albert S. Rodda, D-Sacramen- 
to, and Robert J. Lagomarsino, 
R-Ojai. 
Voting against it were Sens. 
H. L. Richardson, R-Arcadia; 
Ralph C. D ills, D-Gardena; 
Carpenter and Richardson. 
Sieroty told newsmen “ the 
principal reason for this bill's 
defeat is the attitude of the 
governor and his administra­ 
tion.” 
Reagan generally had been 
leery of any coastline pro­ 
tection bill this year pending 
scheduled completion by his ad­ 
ministration next March of a 
com prehensive Ocean A rea 
Plan. 
Sieroty said “ a second m ajor 
reason” for the bill’s defeat 
was “ the activities of m ajor 
special interests whose full­ 
time lobbyists have certainly 
earned their fees killing envi­ 
ronmental bills this session.” 
Several important lobbyists 
watched from the audience as 
the committee rejected the bill. 
Joining Sieroty at a news 
conference, Mrs. Janet Adams, 
director of the Coastal Alliance, 
announced 
conservationists 
would attem pt to place an even 
stronger measure on next No­ 
vember’s ballot. They will need 
to collect approximately 325,000 
signatures. 
She also said environmental­ 
ists will band together next 
year to campaign for certain 
legislators and against others. 
“The environment is going to 
be a political factor in every 
election from now on,” Sieroty 
said. “ It’s not a fad.”

Walker, scientist Rowen Round­ 
tree of University of California 
at Berkeley and Ruth Ann Cor­ 
win of Bolinas, project research 
assistant, will do most of the 
organization work. 


Adventures 
Of A Wollet 


CAIRO (UPI)—Ceylon embas­ 
sy officials are looking for the 
owner of a wallet which made 
the 4,000 mile trip from Alexan­ 
dria, Egypt, to Ceylon in a bale 
of cotton and the return jour­ 
ney in a diplomatic pouch. 
The wallet’s adventures be­ 
gan in an Alexandria cotton 
factory where it apparently fell 
into a bale of cotton bound for 
Ceylon. 
It contained several Egyptian 
pounds and smaller currency. 
After being shipped across 
the Indian Ocean, an employe 
at a local yarn factory found it, 
turned it into the factory man­ 
agement, which in turn sent it 
to the Egyptian embassy in 
Colombo, the capital. 
Am bassador Khalifa Abdel 
Aziz thanked the yarn worker 
and then brought the wallet 
back to Egypt in a diplomatic 
pouch. 
He handed it to Ceylon em­ 
bassy officials here who are 
looking for the owner. 


Assisting them will be a citi­ 
zen group headed by Jerry 
Friedman of Inverness and sev­ 
eral organizations, including 
the Marin County Planning De­ 
partment, Marin Conservation 
League. Environmental Action 
Committee of West Mann, the 
Audubon Canyon Ranch, Inver­ 
ness Improvement Association, 
and the Tomales Bay Associa­ 
tion. 


Nine consultants, many of 
whom worked on the Bolinas 
study, will aid in specific areas 
of planning, natural resources, 
and environment. They will 
share the resources of the Uni­ 
versity of Pacific Marine Sta­ 
tion, Pt. Reyes Bird Observato­ 
ry, College of Marin and 
University of California. 


Tomales Bay, “ the second 
largest estuary on the Califor­ 
nia coast,” remains unpolluted 
enough to have a “productive 
natural ecosystem,” project di­ 
rector Walker wrote the county 
in August. He believes the To­ 
males study will affect West 
Marin planning in particular 
and nationwide planning in gen­ 
eral. 
The plan’s advisory commit­ 
tee already has requested the 
Marin County Planning Com­ 
mission, in absence of the de­ 
funct West Marin Master Plan, 
“to enact zoning that will afford 
maximum protection to open 
space and agriculture pending 
the outcome of the study,” said 
chairman Dr. Griffin. 
The study, to be completed 
sometime next fall, probably 
will have an impact on highway 
development along Tomales 
Bay. Work on the new State 
Route One has been delayed 
until a balanced transportation 
study is completed, and the 
Tomales Bay Study will pro­ 
ceed that, Corwin said yester­ 
day. 


He Must 
Return 
To Prison 


A San Quentin convict, who 
won release on $5,000 bail 18 
months ago while his attorney 
contested his incarceration, 
must go back to prison for 
another 10 months to complete 
his 10-year-term. 
Judge E. Warren McGuire of 
Marin Superior Court has den­ 
ied a writ of habeas corpus for 
Frank A. Nubin. 18, and or­ 
dered him to return to San 
Quentin by Friday of this week. 
The judge, however, recom­ 
mended that the California 
Adult Authority consider Nu- 
bin’s case for early parole. 
Nubin was originally sent to 
the California Medical Facility 
at Vacaville on Jan. 4, 1961, for 
assault with a deadly weapon in 
Alameda County. 
He was paroled in October 
1967 and his final discharge 
date set for Jan. 4, 1969. 
On Christmas Eve 1968, Nu­ 
bin got into an argument with 
his wife and was accused of 
assault with a weapon. On that 
complaint his parole was sus­ 
pended, and he was returned to 
San Quentin in February 1969. 
San Rafael attorney Salle S. 
Soladay, then contented that 
the California Adult Authority 
had suspended his parole on 
Jan. 31, 1969, almost a month 
after his final discharge date. 
“Therefore, the time served af­ 
ter Jan. 3, 1969, has been ille­ 
gal,” said Mrs. Soladay. 
The state attorney general, 
representing the Adult Authori­ 
ty, contended that parole had 
been suspended on Jan. 3, 1969, 
just one day before Nubin’s 
final discharge. 
Mrs. Soladay appealed to Ma­ 
rin Superior Court and succeed­ 
ed in getting Nubin released on 
$5,000 bail in March of 1970, 
pending the appeal. 
After a two-day hearing last 
week, McGuire on Friday held 
that the Adult Authority has the 
legal right to put Nubin back in 
prison. 
“ Unless I can find some way 
to stop it, he will have to go 
back to prison on Friday,” said 
Mrs. Soladay. “And he’ll lose 
his job too — a steady construc­ 
tion job in Oakland.” 
She charged that California’s 
indeterminate sentence system 
gives the Adult Authority too 
much power over inmates. On 
charges that led to suspension 
of parole, she contended that 
Nubin had no chance to con­ 
front witnesses or put up a 
legal defense of any kind. 


AEC In Defense 
Of Protesters 


WASHINGTON (UPD-Chair- 
man James R. Schiesinger of 
the Atomic Energy Commission 
has told a congressional hear­ 
ing most environmental groups 
acted responsibily when they 
tried to stop a Nov. 6 under­ 
ground nuclear test at Amchit- 
ka Island in the Aleutians. 
“In the wake of the test there 
has been a tendency to criticize 
the en v iro n m en talists who 
sought to block the test,” 
Schiesinger said. “ Most acted 
with great responsibility. Some 
of the more extreme statements 
attributed to environmentalists 
did not come from the bulk of 
environmental organizations.” 
Schiesinger, in hcs testimony 
Monday before a House public 
works subcommittee, did not 
identify individuals or groups 
whom he said made extreme 
statements.

Third Schools Meeting: 
Previous Points Rehashed

Attention focused on Old Mill 
School hist night at «ne third 
and final special Mill Valley 
School District board meeting 
to discuss dissatisfaction with 
teaching methods in the dis 
triet. 
Most of the points raised had 
been expressed at two previous 
board meetings, and little new 
material was brought up by 
speakers for and against the 
trends they find in the district 
schools. 
The board, which listened 
without comment during the 
three-hour meeting, will discuss 
the issues at next Monday’s 
regular board meeting. 
Most of the discussion cen­ 
tered on discipline and behav­ 
ior, one of the items on the 
agenda. But speakers also 
touched on other topics dis­ 
cussed previously: what options 
are and should be available and 
the direction in which the dis­ 
trict is headed. 
It was concern over alleged 
lack of discipline at district 
schools, especially at Old Mill, 
among other objections, that 
led more than 1,300 persons in 
the district to submit a petition 
to the board asking more evalu­ 
ation and classroom control. 
Hugh M. Brown, of 191 Magee 
Avenue, read a statement sum­ 
ming up the faults he found 
with the approach being used in 
the district. No “ definitive 
methods of evaluation” exist, 
he said, and “informal teaching 
methods are being poorly ap­ 
plied in the district.” 
These failings “are particu­ 
larly prevalent at Old Mill and 
are spreading to other schools,” 
he said. In addition, teachers 
who exhibit only one particular 
point of view are being hired, 
and he said he and others have 
lost confidence in Supt. James 
A. Collins, who has “fostered 
this situation.” 
He asked that “ no further 
experimentation of a major na­ 
ture be done without proper 
evaluation.” 
Another resident, Russell R. 
Wardner of 305 Cascade Drive, 
said he thought the schools 
were trying to go beyond their 
“ mission and ability” in the 
subjects they taught. 


Information On 
Customers Hit 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -T h e 
Senate voted Monday night to 
make it illegal for firms which 
prepare income tax returns for 
a fee to sell personal informa­ 
tion about their customers. 
On a voice vote, it adopted an 
amendment to its tax bill of­ 
fered by Sen. Charles McC Ma­ 
thias, Jr., R-Md., that would 
impose a $1,000 fine or a year’s 
imprisonment on violators. 
Taxpayer’s consent would be 
required before such firms 
could sell inform ation about 
their clients. 
The Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion has accused H. & R.. 
Block, the nation’s largest tax 
service, of selling information 
gleaned from the forms it pre­ 
pared. 
Mathias said nearly half of 
all tax returns are filled out by 
someone other than the taxpay­ 
er. 


He criticized the “ messianic 
zeal” of some teachers and said 
“ political turmoil” in universi­ 
ties is beginning to filter down 
into lower schools through some 
of the younger teachers. 
Mrs. Werner H. Buechy, of 
408 Spruce Street, Tamalpais 
Valley, said some teachers 
“ arc trying to inculcate our 
children with anti-bourgeois 
sentiment.”

Patsy Simpkin, of 44 Glen 
Drive, told the crowd of about 
250 persons at Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel Church that 
“ I’m not here because my kids 
are messed up, I’m here be­ 
cause they’re bored.” 
In many classes, she said, 
“ the teacher sits in the back of 
the room and there are clumps 
of fistfights all over. I don’t 
want to go back to having 
everyone glued to the varnish 
of their desks. I just want my 
children challenged.” 
Clifford B. Wilton, of 215 
Tamalpais Avenue, began a re­ 
cap of two private meetings 
held between board members 
and dissident parents before the 
current round of special meet­ 
ings got under way, but was cut 
off by Chairman William P. 
Everts Jr., who said he thought 
the subject was inappropriate. 
Linda Klink, who followed 
Wilton as speaker, defended 
Wilton’s specifics, and stated, 
“ I don’t care what you call it, 
innovation or whatever, but I 
want my kid to be able to spell 
it and pronounce it.” 
For every critic of Old Mill 
School and the district in gener­ 
al, however, there was a sup­ 
porter. Colleen Michaels, who 
said she has a child at Old Mill, 
said she’s “seen parents at 
schools hungry for the alterna­ 
tives we have at Old Mill.”

dem ands of the petitioners 
could make many teachers and 
administrators fear to under­ 
take any innovation for many 
years, she warned. But she 
defended the right of dissatis 
fied parents to be provided 
alternatives that they request. 
Robert Pierson, who identi­ 
fied himself as a teacher at 
Strawberry Point School, said 
the district shouldn’t "switch 
direction in response to every 
new educational whim sweep 
ing the country.”

Lawyers 
Receive A 
Warning 


Judge Samuel W. Gardiner of 
Marin Superior Court warned 
yesterday he will impose fines 
of up to $500 on attorneys who 
make substitutions or other 
changes that cause unnecessary 
delays in the court ealendai 
without notifying the court. 
He backed up his warning 
with a $100 fine yesterday on 
the San Francisco law firm of 
Rudy, Rapojxjri and White, de­ 
fense attorneys in a civil action 
involving alleged violation of 
building restrictions on Heath- 
cliff Drive in Tiburon. 
The plaintiffs were all set to 
go, but the defense attorneys 
were not ready because the 
Rudy firm had pulled out and 
substituted Iceland H. Jordan of 
San Rafael as attorney for one 
of the defendants. 
San Rafael attorney Philip A. 
Torre, who appeared for Jor­ 
dan, asked for a continuance 
because the Rudy firm had not 
conveyed the documents to Jor­ 
dan until last Thursday, too late 
for Jordan to prepare for trial 
yesterday. Jordan was tied up 
in another case in Northern 
California. 
The judge held that the delay 
could have been avoided if the 
original legal firm had notified 
Jordan in time. 
'The judge ordered the $100 
fine to be paid either by the 
original attorneys (Rudy’s firm) 
or by the substitute attorney, 
Jordan. 
“ That 
should 
be 
worked out between the attor­ 
neys,” said Gardiner. 
The judge noted that the trial 
calendar is always congested 
and tightly scheduled, so that a 
sudden disruption wreaks havoc 
with the scheduling. Further­ 
more, he said, clients who show 
up for the trial are inconven­ 
ienced when attorneys cause 
sudden delays. 
“it is the duty of attorneys to 
jointly advise the calendar 
clerk of any changes of attor­ 
neys and to advise one another 
so that cases will be ready for 
trial,” Gardiner said. 
He warned that future fail­ 
ures on the part of attorneys to 
notify calendar changes in time 
could cost $500.

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FOSTER HOME IDEA 
Mongrel's New Paradise 


M ollie, a shy 8-month-old 
mongrel, has not only found a 
new 
confidence and content­ 
ment in a foster home, she has 
also adopted a kitten called 
Baby. 


Foster homes for dogs are 
just 
like those for children, 
according to Mrs. Helen Galan- 
tiere of the St. Francis Animal 
Protection Society, a new group 
of Marin and San Francisco 
animal lovers. 


Mrs. Galantiere’s group finds 
temporary homes for dogs such 
as Mollie. who have been aban­ 
doned. mistreated or who are 
no longer wanted by their own­ 
ers. From the foster home, the 
pets are placed in permanent 
homes. 


Mollie came to live with the 
Hildreth family at 250 Emerv- 
stone Terrace in Marinwood a 
few weeks ago after 15-year-old 
Stacy Hildreth learned of the 
homeless dog. 
Stacy's mother. 
Helen Hil­ 
dreth, said Mollie wras so cowed 
from abuse that the dog was 
frightened even of slight noises. 
.Although still shy. Mollie now 
rom ps through the Hildreth 
hom e along with two other 
dogs, three cats and three rab­ 
bits and her own baby, a 5- 
week-old kitten. 
Mollie, who gave birth to a 
litter of pups that had to be 
taken from her because she 
was too young to care for them, 
has literally adopted the kitten, 
a waif, also brought home by 
Stacy. 
Mollie is credited with saving 
the kitten’s life by nursing her. 
She also carries Baby around 
the house, much as a mother 
cat would pick up a kitten by 
the scruff of its neck. 
When Baby seems threatened 
by the other animals in the 
household. Mollie wraps a front 
paw around her protectively. 
The little kitten — which was so 
weak and undernourished when 
Stacy found it that “we didn’t 
think we could save her,” ac­ 
cording to Mrs. Hildreth — now 
scam p ers about the house. 
Baby is still a little skinny but 
very much alive.

Railroads, 
Signalmen 
In Accord 


WASHINGTON (UPD —The 
nation’s railroads announced to­ 
day they had reached agree­ 
ment with the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Signalmen on a new 
42 month contract covering 11,- 
000 workers. 


Terms of the agreement were 
not announced, but were ex­ 
pected to follow the pattern of 
42 per cent wage and benefit 
increases over three and a half 
years established 
with other 
rail unions earlier this year. 


The signalmen are the last of 
the major rail unions to reach 
agreement 
with 
the carriers 
during a prolonged series of 
negotiations. 


A spokesman for the Associa­ 
tion of American Railroads said 
final agreement was reached 
Monday at the Labor Depart­ 
ment with the aid of Assistant 
Labor Secretary W. J. Usery 
Jr. and Chairman George Ives 
of 
the 
N ational 
M ediation 
Board. 
The new contract, subject to 
ratification by the members of 
the union, was made retroac­ 
tive to January, 1970, with an 
expiration date of July, 1973. 
It was not 
d ear how the 
agreement would fit into Presi­ 
dent Nixon's wage controls. 
The average 12 per cent an­ 
nual in crease is m ore than 
twice the 5.5 per cent annual 
limit established as a general 
rule by the Pay Board. And on 
the surface, the board's ban on 
retroactive in creases before 
Nov. 14 would appear to nullify 
nearly two years of extra pay 
for the Signalmen dating back 
to when the new contract period 
began on Jan. 1, 1970. 


But union sources indicated 
that the Signalmen would claim 
exem ption under the equity 
clause of the P ay Board’s 
guidelines on the 
basis that 
most other rail workers have 
already gotten the pay raises 
scheduled to go into effect be­ 
fore Aug. 15. 
The Signalmen went on strike 
for about 40 hours last May 17- 
18 to back up their contract 
dem ands. C ongress ordered 
them back to work until Oct. 1. 
Because of the wage freeze in 
effect at that time.

Federal Court Upholds 


Military On Pregnancies 


SAN FRANCISCO (U P I)-A 
federal appeals court has up­ 
held 
military regulations 
re­ 
garding pregnant officers by 
refusing to block the discharge 
of Capt. Susan Struck, the first 
Air Force officer to give birth 
while on active duty. 
The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals ruled Monday that the 
27-year-old unwed nurse could 
be discharged because of “ a 
compelling public interest in 
not having pregnant female sol­ 
diers in the military establish­ 
m ent.” 
Capt. Struck became preg­ 
nant while servin g at Cam 
Rahn Bay, Vietnam in early 
1970 and gave her baby girl. 
Tanya Marie, up for adoption 
after its birth in Tacom a, 
Wash. She went to court over 
Air Force moves to discharge 
her, arguing that military preg­ 
nancy rules were unconstitu­ 
tional. 
The court Monday turned 
down her petition to remain in 
the service, upholding a regula­ 
tion providing for the honorable 
discharge of officers who be­ 
come pregnant. 
“ We are not persuaded that it 
(the regulation) is either arbi­ 
trary or irrational.” the court 
said in an opinion by Justice J. 
Warren Madden. 
The court said that in hospi­ 
tals in combat zones in Viet­ 
nam. a pregnant nurse could 
suffer a miscarriage during an 
attack and become “a liability 
and a burden to the Air Force”

NEW YORK (UPD Mrs. Lin- 
wood Holton, firs! lady of Vir 
ginia. has turned her talents as 
a political campaigner into an­ 
other type of drive- to help 
families get the most for their 
food dollar. 
Specifically, she heads the 
campaign for her husband’s 
constituents, but what goes for 
Virginians applies just as aptly 
to families in the other 49 
states. 
As far as Mrs. Holton knows, 
she’s the only wife of a gover­ 
nor involved in a real grass 
roots campaign, making per­ 
sonal appearances at seminars 
with experts both from govern­ 
ment and business going to the 
housewife with information on 
food budgeting, meal planning 
and nutrition. 


“ W E R E W ORKING the 
hardest at the lower income 
level,” said Virginia “ Jinks” 
Holton. “ But we find the middle 
income families are having a 
difficult time too.” 
Officially, the “ family food 
dollar” sessions were scheduled 
for fall in 22 geographical divi­ 
sions devised to prevent dupli­ 
cation. But Mrs. Holton says 
the program, which already has 
reached thousands, will be a 
continuing educational one with 
the food stamp people, the ex­ 
tension service and Roy Farm­ 
er and his state consumer af­ 
fairs staff carrying on. 
One big phase of the program 
has been to teach food stamp 
recipients use of such basics as 
lentils, flour, peanut butter, 
chick peas, butter and meats. 


“WE FOUND women throw­ 
ing out powdered milk because 
they didn’t know' how to use it,” 
she said. “ These are the people 
we really need to reach.” 
Mrs. Holton discussed the 
Virginia program in a tele­ 
phone conversation from the 
executive mansion in Rich­ 
mond. She said the women 
want to know more about meal 
planning on the food stamp 
plan, how to plan meals for a 
family working on several 
shifts, some even ask about 
tools of the kitchen. 
“ We’ve found some women 
who had to be told what an egg 
beater is,” she said. 
Available at the conferences 
were “ The Budget Watcher’s 
Cookbook,” prepared by the 
Roanoke Valley Nutrition Com­ 
mittee and the nutrition section 
of the Virginia Department of 
Health. It ’s full of low-cost 
menus and buying tips (“ If you 
shop while you’re hungry, you 
may buy more than you need 
and your food bill will go up. 
It’s wise to shop after you have 
eaten” ). 
THE SEMINARS also make 
available tips from the U.S. 
Department of Ayriculture. 
Samples: Plan at home. This is 
where good buying begins. Jot 
down items as you think of 
them. 
Make decisions before you 
start your shopping trip. As you 
plan, keep in mind what you 
have, what you need, how the 
item will be used, the size, 
color, quantity and quality you 
want, the price, the advertised 
specials. 
Smart shoppers buy needed 
things first, then add the ex­ 
tras. One wOman told a semi­ 
nar that she t<x>k along one of 
those purse-size calculators, 
clicked off the price of each 
item as she went through the 
store and when she got to her 
limit of $20, stopped. 
Read labels, compare quality 
and price, check weights of 
fresh produce, check sales slips 
and count your change. 
MRS. 
HOLTON attended 
Roanoke public schools, is a 
graduate of Wellesley College 
and the Middlebury College 
French School. She met her 
husband while working in 
Washington and the couple has 
four children ages five to 15. 
A “ born doer,” she helped to 
ring doorbells and otherwise 
campaign when her Republican 
husband ran for governor. Now, 
she said, “ I guess I’m honorary 
chairman of about everything 
in Virginia.” 
The executive mansion has a 
budget to provide for a staff of 
mansion director (housekeeper), 
cook, four maids, three butlers 
and a laundress.

Recipes tested by the Marin 
Chapter that have proven to 
ship well are for apricot bars, 
c ho co-marshmallows and choc­ 
olate crackies. 


The Red Cross recommends 
the following methods of pack­ 
ing, wrapping, addressing and 
mailing the finished product: 


Place a layer of unsalted, 
popped popcorn, about two 
inches deep in an empty two 
pound metal coffee can. Put the 
cookies in a large plastic bag 
and seal; place the bag in the 
can on top of the popcorn. Fill 
the top of the can with more 
popped popcorn. Seal the can. 


Wrap each can individually in 
several layers of browm paper, 
taped securely with masking 
tape. Tie it securely with heavy 
string.

teers who spend two years in a 
foreign land or the Vista volun­ 
teers who live and work within 
the country’s boundaries.

BUT MAJOR purchases are 
often made by young and old 
couples on the move.

Despite Botulism Reports, 
Canned Foods Are Safe 


Are canned foods really safe 
to eat? Despite the doubt inject­ 
ed into many homes throughout 
the country by a recent fatal 
case of botulism poisoning from 
canned vichyssoise, the answer 
remains an unqualified, “Yes.” 
The recent death was only the 
fourth such fatality in the last 
45 years, reports the November 
issue of Family Health maga­ 
zine. The article notes that the 
four deaths resulted from just 
three contaminated cans. 
The article suggests ways to 
avoid the possibility, though re­ 
mote, of becoming one of those 
isolated cases. 
It is only when canned food is 
exposed to the air, either while 
still in the can or following its 
removal, that botulism may de­ 
velop. Examine the condition of 


the cans that are purchased 
fo r... 
Dents. A small, shallow dent 
isn’t dangerous, but a large, 
deep crease may damage a 
seam . or put a crack in the 
metal and thus destroy airtight­ 
ness. Buying badly dented cans 
at marked-down prices is not 
worth the risk. 
Bulges. The rule: don’t use a 
can with swollen or bulging 
ends. Return it to the store 
manager immediately, so he 
can check for possible defects 
in other cans of the same prod­ 
uct. 
Odors. If you detect any off- 
odor when you open a can of 
food, don’t taste; throw it out. 
Leakage. Sure sign that inter­ 
nal security has been breached. 
Don’t use the can.

Kent Clerk 
Destroys 
Jury Report 


RAVENNA, Ohio (U P I)- A 
county clerk yesterday de­ 
stroyed a grand jury report 
that accused 25 persons of 
criminal actions in the disor­ 
ders at Kent State University 
which ended in the shooting 
deaths of four students by Na­ 
tional Guardsmen. May 4. 1970. 


Complying with an order by a 
federal judge, Portage County 
Clerk of Courts Lucy De Leone 
ceremoniously burned the re­ 
port and the only copy in a 
waste basket in the parking lot 
of the county courthouse. 


A 
group 
of 
25 
persons 
watched the burning which 
prompted New York attorney, 
David Scribner, who represents 
some of the 25 persons indicted, 
to say: 
"I hope the Ohio Supreme 
Court will order the burning of 
the indictments.” 
The report, issued Oct. 16, 
1970, by a grand jury investi­ 
gating the violence on the cam­ 
pus, was ordered destroyed by 
U. S. District Court Judge Wil­ 
liam K. Thomas in Cleveland 
last Jan. 28. 


In Washington. U. S. Supreme 
Court Justice Potter Stewart 
temporarily blocked the prose­ 
cution of the 25 persons pending 
action by the court later this 
week. 
The defendants are 
scheduled to go on trial Nov. 22. 
Attorneys for the 25 argued 
they could not get a fair trial 
because of the grand jury re­ 
port. 


After studying the report, 
which accompanied the indict­ 
ment of 24 students and former 
students and one professor, 
Thomas ruled: “ These findings 
and conclusions, unlawful viola­ 
tions of the grand jury oath of 
secrecy, prejudice the indicted 
persons.” 
Craig Morgan, the former 
student body president indicted 
for second degree riot, called 
the ceremony “ ridiculously 
melodramatic.” 
“ I bet there won't be a dry 
eye in the place,” said the 22- 
year-old senior, Sunday night. 
“ Burning the report isn’t 
going to change anybody’s opin­ 
ions. The report has already 
done irreparable harm, but I 
guess destroying it at least 
demonstrates that the report 
was illegal/' he said. 
The grand jury report cited a 
“ permissive” Kent State ad­ 
ministration for blame in allow­ 
ing an atmosphere conducive to 
the tormenting of disorders, 
and it absolved the National 
Guardsmen who fired on the 
crowd of anti-war demonstra­ 
tors. 
• Thomas’s ruling was later 
appealed to the U.S. 6th Circuit 
Court of Appeals at Cincinnati, 
which upheld destruction of the 
report. But the court also up­ 
held the indictment. Prosecu­ 
tion of the 25 could begin as 
early as Nov. 22.

Experimental College Is Revived 


By LARRY MOWELL 
The Experimental College at 


Ihe College of Marin, dead for 
about two years, has been re­ 
vived with a new, considerably 
less revolutionary character. 
Since the fledgling school 


opened last month about 35 
classes have sprouted. Most 
concentrate on personal devel­ 
opment, not politics. 
The old Experimental College 


featured courses like “ You and 
Your Draft Board — Win, Lose 
or Draw,” “ Religion as Revolu­ 
tion,” and “ U.S. Imperialism in 
Latin America .” 
One offering was con­ 
demned by some groups be­ 
cause, they charged, revolu­ 
tionary tactics were being 
taught. 


Although the new college does 


include a class taught by the 
White Panther Party, its goal 
seems less politically motivated 
than designed for learning. 
For example, the college of­ 
fers a class called the “ Chang­ 
ing Way” taught by Michael A. 
Gneck. Each Tuesday and 
Thursday at the College of Ma­ 
rin gym Gneck’s ministerial 
tones guide his pupils through 
a series of complicated, syn­ 
chronized exercises. 
To the casual observer, it 


looks like coeducational calis­ 
thenics, but to Gneck and his 
college-age students the class is 
as serious as a High Mass. 
Body control assumes an al­ 
most religious air as Gneck 
spices the ballet-like exercises 


with brief homilies based on the 
philosophy of movement he has 
developed. 


Gneck is not a College of 


Marin instructor. He is a man 
who wants to pass on some­ 
thing he enjoys — the only 
credential needed to teach a 
class in the experimental col­ 
lege. 
His 20 students are among 
more than 500 persons who 
have signed up for courses 
since the executive council of 
the Associated Students of the 
College of Marin took the fledg­ 
ling college under its wing last 
month. 
However, the class seems to 
typify the emphasis on individu­ 
al growth evident in other 
course offerings. The college’s

Building Security 
Bill Approved 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) -The 


Assembly has given over­ 
whelming approval to a bill 
ordering the state Justice De­ 
partment to draft building secu­ 
rity standards aimed at reduc­ 
ing burglaries and the planting 
of bombs. 
The bill by Speaker Bob Mor- 


etti was sent to Gov. Ronald 
Reagan Monday on a 57-1 vote. 
It orders that the standards be 
prepared for recommendation 
to the 1973 and 1974. legisla­ 
tures. 
In a declaration of intent, the 


bill asserts that burglary and 
unlawful entry of a building for 
other purposes such as “ rob­ 
bery or placing explosives or 
incendiary devices, can be re­ 
duced by devoting greater at­ 
tention to construction methods 
and materials as well as intru­ 
sion and alerting devices.” 


Bettini’s comments on the plan, 
and emphasized that it was a 
“ conceptual” plan, and that the

brochure lists classes on belly 
dancing, Bible literature, first 
aid, yoga and organic eating.

Apparently the need for rele­ 
vant education extends beyond 
the bounds of the Kentfield 
campus since, according to 
Horwitz, many of the classes 
attract the middle-aged and el­ 
derly. 


Creating a learning envi­ 
ronment is the goal of experi­ 
menting educators claim in 
their class brochure, but to 
college officials it is simply a 


student activity, according to 
Irwin P. Diamond, dean of 
students. The dean said the 
experimental college is not 
affecting the established cur­ 
riculum. 


However, merely adding 
courses to the College of Marin 
curriculum is clearly not the 
goal of the experimental col­ 
lege. Meeting interests is. Hor­ 
witz said. 
The previous extracurricular 
experimental college failed in 
1969 because “ the interest 
wasn’t super there,” he said. 
Keeping the interest “ super 
there” has led to a rather loose 
structure. The $250 budget is 
devohd to educational materi­ 
als and printing class descrip­ 
tions, Horwitz said. 


Otherwise, teachers fend 


for themselves. They either 
donate their time or charge 
fees ranging up to $3 a ses­ 
sion. Horwitz said. About 
three-fourths of the classes 
are free. 
Teachers are as varied as the 
classes they teach. Horwitz 
said. Karate is taught by John 
Pell, coach of the United States 
team at the First World Karate 
Championship in Tokyo last 
year. Other classes are taught 
by college professors, students 
and persons without any formal 
teaching background, Horwitz 
said.

today was to ask the board of 
supervisors to agree to joint 
development of the property for 
parking, but he warned the 
council last night that the 
county administrator's office 
did not favor the plan 
If the county won’t share the 
cost of developing the parking, 
the council instructed McCown 
to seek the supervisors’ permis­ 
sion for the city to pave the 
property on its own 
In that case the city would 
hope to recoup the estimated 
$10,050 cost of the project from 
parking revenues, but would 
want county assurance that the 
city would be reimbursed for 
any improvements if the county 
sells the property before the 
costs have been recovered. 
If the supervisors agree nei­ 
ther to participate in the pro­ 
posal nor allow the1 city to go it 
alone, the council directed 
McCown to insist that the 


county correct drainage prob­ 
lems and improve the appear­ 
ance of the site. 


The city's plan calls for 147 
parking spaces on the site, an 
increase from about 80 spaces 
on the sides of the courthouse 
square before the building was 
destroyed- by fire earlier this 
year. 


The council agreed unani­ 
mously (with the exception of 
John A 
Mi.skimen who was 
absent) on its directions to 
McCown, but not before Coun 
oilmen Harry A. Barbier and 
Fred E. Jensen attacked the 
concept as subsidizing parking 
for downtown merchants. 


Jensen said Montecito and 
Northgate shopping centers 
provide their own parking and 
some plan should be worked out 
in the future where downtown 
merchants would “ kick in” for 
downtown parking.

Boys' Club In Novato 
On Way To Success 


A group of dedicated men in 
Novato feel they are well on 
the way to providing Marin's 
second largest city with a boys' 
club. They have raised nearly 
half of the money needed to put 
up a clubhouse. They figure 
that once they build the club­ 
house, the boys' club will prove 
its worth and draw sufficient 
financial support to keep going. 
Southern Marin has a boys' 
club, which has a hard time 
raising funds. One who believes 
strongly that San Rafael, the 
county’s biggest city, also 
should have such a club is Jack 
MacPhee, recently appointed to 
the city parks and recreation 
commission. MacPhee former­ 
ly operated what he called the 
Mar-Vel Athletic Club “on his 
own," fitting up the basement 
of his house with body-building 
and weight-lifting equipment. 
He knows from experience that 
providing what is needed is no 
one-man job. 
MacPhee has his sights set 
high. He envisions an Olympic­ 
sized pool, among other equip­ 
ment. 
THE STORY of the Novato 
Bovs' Club headquarters, still 
not 
a reality, shows what he 
and other boosters for a San 
Rafael B oys’ Club are up 
against. 
Joseph Bonamolo got the No­ 
vato Boys' Club started a few 
years back. But it lacked facili­ 
ties and scarcely got off the 
ground. Eugene Trombley next 
took over as club president, but 
was unable to drum up enough 
enthusiasm in the city. David 
E. Milano became president 
last year, and it is he who has 
sparked the current fund-rais­ 
ing drive. 


A big plus for the campaign 
has been the active support of 
Edward VV. Adams, Novato’s 
city recreation director. 


BOYS' CLUBS, 
affiliated 
with Boys’ Club of America, 
are privately operated. Some­ 
times support from the bu­ 
reaucracy in city and county 
recreation departments is lack­ 
ing. The bureaucrats som e­ 
times see a boys’ club as an 
encroachm ent on their pre­ 
serve. 


It is an advantage to a boys' 
club, however, to remain pri­ 
vately sponsored and operated 
— even though this deprives it 
of ready funds from the tax 
dollar. Much of today’s recrea­ 
tion for young people is too 
structured, 
over-organized, 
over-supervised. As a city func­ 
tion it perhaps has to be that 
way. As a privately sponsored 
function, it can be more flexi­ 
ble. 
Boys’ clubs are of long stand­ 
ing and recognized benefit in 
many of the larger cities. We 
recall as an example that three 
decades and more ago, Utah 
Power and Light Co. under­ 
wrote the costs of the West Side 
Boys’ Club in the “tough side of 
town" in Salt Lake City — 
claim ing that the com pany 
saved more than the club cost 
because the boys had some­ 
thing else to do and didn’t 
break so many street lights. 
Such clubs are relatively new 
to the suburbs. But they have a 
place here, too. We wish suc­ 
cess to the Novato Boys’ Club 
in its campaign for clubhouse 
funds. And we think it’s time 
that som ething sim ilar got 
started in San Rafael.

Sales Tax On Gasoline 


Wrong Approach To Need 


SACRAMENTO — Well, they’ve done it 
to you again — the politicians. 
At least they are going to — starting 
July 1,1972. 
A five per cent sales tax on gasoline! 
That comes out to Du to 2.2 cents a 
gallon. And, th a t’s on top of the 11 cents 
a gallon tax already there — four cents 
federal, seven cents state. 
So, starting next sum m er, every time 
you crank up the fam ily buggy, 40 per 
cent of your gas dollar goes for taxes. 
The 
idea 
behind the sales tax on 
gasoline is to prom ote local m ass rapid 
transit projects by providing $170 million 
a year to help pay for trains and tracks 
and busses, and som e additional roads 
and expressw ays. T hat is a worthy un­ 
dertaking, to be sure. 
It’s just that they have gone about it 
the wrong way. 
LOOK AT IT THIS WAV. They put in a 
new rapid transit system — sleek new 
trains, fancy stations, com puterized traf­ 
fic controls. And, who benefits? 
Sure, the com m uter gets a service. And 
m aybe — just m aybe — there are fewer 
cars on the roads and less smog. But, the 
guy who really profits is the fellow who 
owns land around the train stations and 
the term inals. He hasn’t done a thing and 
he stands to clean up. 
Take BART, for exam ple, the Bay 
Area Rapid T ransit district funded by 
taxpayer money. E stim ates are that the 
value of the land around BART's 33 
stations will jum p about $1 billion. A tidy

windfall for a few landowners who reap 
the rew ards of socially created, taxpay­ 
er-induced wealth! The public pays; they 
profit. 
So, instead of laying it on the m otorist, 
who is already paying for the highways, 
why not tax the folks who m ake the 
trem endous profits for doing nothing — 
except, m aybe, speculating in land? They 
would still come out ahead. 


CITIES WITH MASS tran sit problem s 
and plans should form special districts 
and use their sovereign power to tax the 
land, not the im provem ents, along the 
routes and around the stations. Such 
taxes, along with reasonable fares for 
the com m uter, would go m ost of the way 
tow ard paying the costs of rapid transit. 
T hat’s not such a hare-brained idea. 
It’s been done, and it works. And every­ 
one involved benefits. 
It’s been done for other public w'orks 
projects, too. 
The locally financed, m ulti-purpose re­ 
clam ation projects around Modesto and 
T u rlock and su rro u n d in g S ta n isla u s 
County are landm ark exam ples. Those 
w ater projects transform ed that area 
from a sem i-arid treeless expanse into a 
fertile and flourishing plain. And, it was all 
locally-financed — no federal grants, no 
cash from Sacram ento. 
The projects were financed through 
local irrig a tio n d is tric ts w hich w ere 
form ed to levy annual assessm ents on 
the land, exclusive of crops and im prove­ 
m ents. The levies were sufficient to m eet 
d is tric t fin an c ial o b lig a tio n s. Did it 
w ork'> Well, today the w ater and power 
projects are paid for. in full, and Don 
Pedro Dam is one of the m onum ents to 
their sm arts and their guts. 


CITIES, OR AREAS, w restling with

could take a 
lesson The problem , of course, is that for 
such logic to work men m ust be m ore 
willing to support their own efforts. And, 
politicians must be less prone to skin one 
cat to 2et a fur coat for someone else. 
It's a m atter of honest, rath e r than 
expedient, tax reform , of getting off the 
dim e and m aking intelligent use of the 
land value tax.

Nixon Precipitated 
Confirmation Fight 


A considerable am ount of confusion 
surrounds those people President Nixon 
has nom inated for the Suprem e Court. 
The confusion centers on w hether they 
are or should be liberal or conservative; 
activists or strict constructionists; or 
w hether or not they are qualified to 
serve. Liberal and activist are not neces­ 
sarily synonomous, nor are conservative 
and strict constructionist. 
A liberal justice would probably rule in 
favor of extending civil rights or voting 
rights, but if he were an activist he would 
extrapolate his decision from a particular 
situation to cover as m any sim ilar situa­ 
tions as possible. If he w ere a strict 
constructionist he would rule in a sim ilar 
way, but would restrict it to that specific 
case. 
Sim ilarly, a conservative justice would 
probably favor the governm ent in a case 
concerning national security or surveil- 
ance of citizens. Likewise, if he were an 
activist he would try to extrapolate it as 
widely at possible and if he w ere a strict 
constructionist, he would m ake a narrow 
interpetation covering only that specific 
situation. I naturally hope Mr. Nixon 
really m eans it when he says his men are 
both conservative and strict construction­ 
ists. 
As to qualifications, both men seem to 
be so. N o rm ally th e ir co n serv atism 
would not be a valid issue, except Mr. 
Nixon m ade it so in his nom inating 
speech. This was unwise of him for their 
political views are now fair gam e for 
Senate liberals, if they choose to m ake 
them so. Mr. Nixon m ay have precipitat­ 
ed a confirm ation fight where none would 
have taken place if he had been a bit 
m ore careful in w hat he said while 
nom inating them .

Nobel Prize Honors Remarkable 
Achievements Of Onetime Refugee 


WASHINGTON — A candle lighted 
against the darkness of a troubled world 
casts a long beam. II illum inates an act 
counter to the violence and hatred that 
are sym ptom s of the sickness of our 
tim e. 
Anyone predicting 25 years ago that a 
G erm an would receive the Nobel Peace 
Prize would have been considered daft. 
The aw ard this year went to Chancellor 
Willy Brandt, and it is rem arkable not 
only as tribute to his diplom acy but as a 
testam ent to his career. 
If no one could have believed in 1946, 
after the Nazi horde had ravaged so 
much of Europe and the w ar crim es 
trials were revealing the sinister depths 
of the Hitler conspiracy, that a G erm an 
would be tapped, certainly Willy Brandt 
would have seemed a candidate beyond 
the rem otest possibility. The illegitim ate 
son of a w aitress in Lubeck, he never 
knew his father. As the Nazis consolidat­ 
ed their power he fled to Norway, since 
to have stayed would have m eant certain 
death. 
HE WAS GIVEN the Nobel Prize for 
carrying through a dialogue with the 
E ast that has resulted in treaties estab­ 
lishing postw ar boundaries in accord 
w ith p rese n t re a lity . The c h a n c e llo r 
dared to challenge and overcom e the 
lingering belief in Germ any that the 
border with Poland could be pushed back 
to what it had been before the Nazi 
invation in 1939. 
More daring even, he started a series 
of talks with E ast Germ any looking to a 
workable arrangem ent for the status of 
Berlin and for the two Germ anys. After 
prolonged discussion am ong the four 
occupying powers in Berlin, in which the 
United States played the dubious role of 
reluctant dragon, the am bassadors of the 
four underwrote the Brandt initiative. 
Chances are good for an agreem ent 
stabilzing the rights of the West and 
enlargint the privilege of passage be­ 
tween E ast and West Berlin for the 
G erm ans. 
The power brokers, conspiciously in 
Washington, frowned on the brash inter­ 
loper. It was presum ptuous, outrageous, 
for this Socialist to go rushing off to 
Moscow in pursuit of his ost-politik. 
If Brandt was concerned about the 
frowning visages turned on him, he gave 
no sign of it. He had the sam e experience 
at home, where the Christian D em ocrats 
sought to m ake his diplom acy a corner­ 
stone for their opposition. Short of some

After the 
first world w ar, Gustav Stresemann had 
served as a bridge between the monarch­ 
ist past and the struggling Weimar Re­ 
public. He became foreign minister and 
took the first steps with Britian and 
France toward the pace of Locarno, a 
guarantee by the three powers of the 
peace of Europe. 
The Nobel com m ittee in 1926 divided 
the prize am ong Stresem ann; Aristide 
Briand, foreign m inister of France, and 
Austen Cham berlain, the British foreign 
secretary. They had together brought 
Europe to a peak of hope. It was not to 
last for long, as Germany struggled 
under a load of reparations and the 
afterm ath of runaway inflation. In 1930 
the United States went protectionist with 
the Smoot-Hawley Tariff Act that helped 
to trigger the worldwide depression. This 
was m ade to order for Hitler. It can 
happen again with the fear of recession 
haunting Europe today.

THE ANSWER to the first question lies 
jin the fact the Soviet Union is in the 
midst of a campaign in which it seeks to 
project to the w estern world a policy of 
m oderation and that it is a question that 
has been put to Soviet leaders as they 
barnstorm ed world capitals. 
Outside the governm ent level, other 
pressures also have been applied. 
One has com e from the noisy Jew ish 
Defense le a g u e as led in the United 
States by Rabbi Mair Kahane. Probably 
more effective than the league’s harrass- 
m ent of Soviet representatives in the 
United States was the Brussels meeting 
of som e 750 delegates from 27 countries 
that included 
most of the prominent 
national and international organizations 
in Jew ry. 
That m eeting concentrated upon the ‘ 
Soviet Union probably the heaviest inter­ 
national criticism of Soviet internal poli­ 
cy it has experienced since the purge 
trials carried out by Josef Stalin in the 
1930s. 
AS TO WHAT HAPPENED to lead 
Soviet Jew s to risk Kremlin wrath not 
m erely by applying for exit visas but by 
dem onstrations to insure international 
publicity 
for 
their actions, observers 
inside Russia trace it to the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli war. 


The war, these observers say, gave 
Soviet Jews a new sense of their ethnic 
origin. 
It led to increased attendance at syna­ 
gogues among all levels and to increased 
interest in the study of Hebrew despite 
government oppositon. 
The Soviet Union denies all charges of 
antisem itism , although antisemitism has 
a 
long history in Russia. 
It further 
declares that assim ilation is reducing the 
num ber of Jew s in the Soviet Union. The 
total is uncertain but is believed to be 
about 2.7 million. Of these, it is said 
perhaps 300,000 would like to emigrate. 
A UNIQUE BOND links Soviet Jewry 
and Israel. 
Settlers from Russia and neighboring 
states in eastern Europe played a huge 
early role in the building of the state of. 
Israel. 
Approximately half of the top officials 
in today’s Israeli government have their 
cultural origins in Russia. Until t h e 1 
Soviet Union broke relations with Israel 
in 1967, Russian ambassadors serving in 
Israel had no difficulty being understood 
in their native tongue. 
The lowering of Soviet bars to em igra­ 
tion to Israel has been carried out over 
the objections of the Arabs, who see in it 
an addition to Israel’s economic and 
military strength. 
This alone 
has 
led 
to the further 
speculation that Soviet planners are look­ 
ing ahead to settlement of the Mideast 
conflict and to a renewal of relations with 
Israel.

Townhouses, Apartments Show 
Need For Joint Safety Efforts 


There is a proliferation of 
cluster housing, townhouses, 
condominium and apartment 
houses in Novato. The Novato 
Planning department estimates 
that there are approximately 
2,000 such units under construe 
lion, approved, or in various 
stages of planning. 
This is causing some concern 
in the Novato Fire Department. 
The city requires a one hour 
fire wall of 5/8th inch gypsum 
ix>ard between cluster houses. 
There is no requirement for fire 
wails in townhouses, condomi­ 
niums or apartment houses, ac­ 
cording to the city building 
department. 
Fire Chief Jack Kidder said 
that as long as the units are 
new, he is not concerned, but he 
will be in a few years when the 
shingles and shakes dry out and 
become weathered. 
The chief said one of his 
major concerns is the shingle 
and shake construction, espe­ 
cially of the roofs. When these 
dry out, a grass or brush fire 
with a strong wind could set 
many of them on fire. 
He was concerned also with 
the new St. Anthony de Padua 
Catholic Church at the south 
end of Cambridge Street. The 
church sits alone in a wilder­ 
ness of grass, brush and trees. 
The plans called for a shake 
roof, but through the persuasion 
of the fire department, it was 
changed. 
“ With a good wind blowing a 


grass fire, that church would 
have been vulnerable to fire,” 
Kidder said. 
The city and fire district, 
which are separate entities, 
meet occasionally to discuss 
fire hazards of the buildings, 
the chief said. However, the 
city does not ask the fire de­ 
partment for its approval on 
plans for wooden structures. 


With the apartment houses 
getting larger and larger in 
Novato, city and fire district 
should work together in setting 
up codes for fire protection. 
Anyone in these larger apart­ 
ment complexes is at the mercy 
of everyone else’s carelessness 
with fire.

Brazil Due 
Sales Pitch 
For Planes 


RIO DE JANEIRO (LTD 
Both the United States and 
France like to gee the Brazilian 
air force fly into the wide blue 
yonder. However, the United 
States wants the planes made 
in the U.S.A. while France 
wants them Air France. 
This may lx* the jet age, but 
French and American arms 
specialists have rolled up their 
sleeves for a knockdown, dra 
gout battle of salesmenship 
over turboprop aircraft. They 
are trying to convince Presi­ 
dent Emilio Garrasta/u Medici 
and the Brazilian air force that 
they can sell the best antisub­ 
marine patrol aircraft for the 
money. 
NOT LARGE 
The total number of planes 
involved is not large. 
Military sources said Brazil 
intends to buy only about six or 
seven of the patrol planes 
France has offered the two 
engine Atlantic, the NATO 
plane used by Holland and Ger­ 
many, as well as by France. 
The Urtit«*d States is pushing 
the four-engine Orion, from 
Ixx kheed, now used by Austral­ 
ia and New Zealand. 
U.S. diplomatic sources said 
the airplane sale is important 
for U.S. security. 
“ The U.S. overseas bases 
need facilities that can service 
the type of planes we use. 
That’s why we’re trying to sell 
the Orion,” a U. S. diplomatic 
source said. 
The Orion costs an estimated 
$7 million, not including spare 
parts. According to the aircraft 
supplement of “ Jane’s Fighting 
Ships,” the Orion has a maxi­ 
mum speed of 413 knots at 
15,000 feet, with a range of 4,993 
miles. The Atlantic, designed 
by Breguet, has a maximum 
speed of 330 knots and a range 
of 3,6000 miles. 
FDR BOAT SPOTTING? 
Ironically, if either plane is 
bought. Brazil is likely to em­ 
ploy them in spotting French 
and U.S. fishing boats that 
shrimp within the claimed 200- 
mile limit. Brazil joined nine 
sister Latin American republics 
last year in claiming jurisdic­ 
tion 200 miles off its coast. On 
June 1. it began giving fishing 
boats warnings, but none were 
seized. France and the U.S. are 
negotiating with Brazil over the 
200-mile claim, but an agree­ 
ment has not yet been signed 
by either nation. U.S. arms 
specialists argue that the long­ 
er range of the Orion will allow 
the Brazilian air force to spot 
more pirate shrimp boats, 
while the French point to the 
lower operating cost of their 
two-engine plane. 
A U.S. salesman said, “ that 
Atlantic flies too low and picks 
up salt water. The Dutch had a 
lot of trouble with it.” 
But economic factors are not 
the only ones in the sale. 
The French argue that Brazil 
should buy French to give itself 
more political independence 
from the United States. 
ARMS POLICY 
“ The will of France is for an 
independent armaments policy, 
without foreign injunctions, be 
it of the United States or Rus­ 
sia,” said Gen. Huges de Es- 
toiie, chief of a French arma­ 
ments delegation, in a closed- 
door talk before officers of the 
chief of staff in Brasilia. 
U.S. diplomats counterat­ 
tacked by reminding Brazilians 
of the traditional U.S.-Brazilian 
alliance in the hemisphere and 
the “ special relationship” 
which is always present but not 
written down in U.S.-Brazilian 
affairs.

Fast-Growing Volunteer Group 
Has Chapters All Over World 


Fish — the name of one of our fastest 
growing volunteer movements — is a loosely 
organized group of neighbors willing to help 
others. Its members respond to a variety of 
appeals, such as temporary babysitting in a 
broken home, calming the upset, doing chores 
for the suddenly ill or driving a person to the 
hospital emergency room 
Their symbol, a fish, is the same as used 
secretly by early Christians as a means of 
identifying one another. “ Love 
thy neighbor” is their slogan 
and they do much of their work 
by telephone. In this respect, 
the Fishline is an answering 
service. Often the person in 
need will place the fish symbol 
in his 
window. 
Dues are a 
dollar a month. 
Fish was started in England 
10 years ago by Rev. Derek 
Eastm an and Dr. Donald Rich­ 
ards, a layman. The two men 
believed that a prime cause of 
our modern malaise is the de­ 
cline of neighborliness. The 
Fish movement has spread all 
over the world and it is estim at­ 
ed that there are more than 100 
chapters in the United States. 
Since the organization has no 
central headquarters, the exact 
number is not known. Most of 
the ch ap ters, how ever, are 
sponsored by churches. Expen­ 
ses are nil. 
Each month the chairman 
prepares a roster. The volun­ 
teers sets aside one 24-hour 
period iper month i for answer­ 
ing the telephone or supplying 
needed services. Volunteers on 
the night shift usually work in 
pairs. 
R eserve or back-up 
m em bers also are selected. 
Most Fish volunteers are aver­ 
age people. 
Shut ins (in groups of eight) 
are contacted to find out how 
they are getting along. No. 1 
calls No. 2. etc.. until No. 8 
calls the Fish chairman. In this 
way, each lonely convalescent 
gets to talk to at least two 
people a day.

“ On th is p rin c ip le ,” Lord 
Lindsay wrote in his letter to 
Mrs. Mitchell published today 
in the Daily Telegraph, “ I take 
it that it is your considered 
opinion I should rem ain seated 
during the playing of the ’’Star 
Spangled B anner’“ . 


“ It has never entered my 
head not ;o stand” when the

n ational 
an th em 
w as 
played, Lindsay said. 
Knowing “ how to behave in 
polite society was som ething 
which has obviously been om it­ 
ted from your education,” he 
wrote. 


“ You have m erited a stern 
rebuke for your uncouth behav­ 
ior, but do not despair—I am 
confident that if you keep your 
eyes open or apply your mind 
to the problem you will learn in 
tim e and, who knows, one of 
these days you may find your­ 
self a credit to your husband,” 
Lindsay said. 
Lindsay suggested to Mrs. 
Mitchell “ that you refrain from 
visiting Buckingham Palace or 
any sim ilar establishm ents in 
the future, but rem ain at home 
in Keokuk, Iowa, or K alam a­ 
zoo, Mich., or w herever it was 
you originated.

Rohde, 6-foot-4, 248-pound offensive tackle for 
the 49ers, doesn’t do much smiling on the field, 
nit off it he shows a great sense of humor. He’s a 
funny guy. 


IN ADDITION to Rohde, 49er promotions di­ 
rector Dick Berg came to the luncheon at Holiday 
Inn, and brought with him one of the Niner 
Nuggets, pretty Brenda Davis of Sausalito, an 
airlines stewardess when she’s not riding around 
in a lire engine at Candlestick Park during 49er 
games. 
Rohde shrugged off the 49ers’ 26-20 loss to the 
New Orleans Saints Sunday. The loss didn’t mean 
the end of the world to him. 


“WE’RE STILL in first place,” he said. ‘‘We 
still have to beat Los Angeles Sunday. I don’t 
want to back into any championship . . . we’ll just 
have to beat L.A.” The Rams are trailing the 
4tiers by just one-half game in the Western 
Division standings in the National Football Con­ 
ference. 
Rohde was asked his estimation of the New 
Orleans Saints. “ I have to think their offensive 
line is good. They gave Edd Hargett time to 
throw. I’ve tried to block Cedrick Hardman in 
practice and he’s so fast,” he said about the S.F. 
defensive end who got to Hargett just twice, once 
too late for a costly penalty. 


IN EXPLAINING how an offensive tackle 
judges the other te a m ’s toughness, Rohde 
quipped, “They put a big guy across from you 
and tell you his number.

Offensive 
linemen are the last persons on earth who want to 
antagonize defensive linemen. He wasn’t about to 
name a real, honest to goodness player as an 
easy mark. 


ATTORNEY ROGER P. Garety questioned 
Rohde about the need of offensive changes in pro 
football to catch up with the defense. 
“When you try new things if may work for 
awhile, you can move the ball, but it lacks 
consistency,” he said. “But there is more chance 
for error. The more basic you can get, the less 
chance of mistakes.” 
And at this point, the 49ers can ill afford too 
many more mistakes. 


WHEN ASKED by Goal Rushers president Ray 
Bennigson his opinion of Joe Reed, the 49ers’ taxi 
squad quarterback, the 33-year-old Rohde said, 
“He throws the ball well in practice, he’s an easy 
going guy, and he really has a great voice.”

Partee Boot Saves Rook 
From Being Charger Goat 


SAN DIEGO (UPI)-A rookie 
National Football League half­ 
back named Mike Montgomery 
had to be the happiest man in 
San Diego Stadium Monday 
night when Dennis Partee 
kicked a 45-yard field goal as 
the gun sounded. 


The kick gave the San Diego 
Chargers a 20-17 win over the 
St. Louis Cardinals, a win 
Montgomery almost blew 1:25 
earlier by fumbling on his 33 
with a 17-10 lead. But Montgom­ 
ery was the hero of the game 
before he almost became the 
coat, accounting for 208 yards 
for the Chargers. 
St. Louis middle linebacker 
Jamie Rivers recovered and 
Cid Edwards tied the game 17- 
17 five plays later with a one- 
yard plunge with 17 seconds 
left. An onside kick backfired, 
however, and Partee’s kick won 
it. 
. “About 20 seconds earlier I 
felt so bad I could have crawled 
out of the stadium,” Montgom­ 
ery said. “Then I felt so good I 
can’t describe it.” 


Starting in place of veteran 
Mike G arrett, the 6-foot-2, 
205-pound Montgomery stood 
the Cardinals on their ear, run­ 
ning for 98 yards in 17 tries, 
catching six passes for 77 yards 
and completing one for 33 
yards. 
Coach Sid Gillman gave him 
a game ball and said, “What a 
fine football player.” 
Cardinals coach Bob Hollway, 
fighting to stay in the National 
Conference Eastern Division 
race, said he went for the 
onside kick for two reasons: 
“We wanted to gain possess­ 
ion of the ball and we wanted 
to run off the clock.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) — A 
skeptical senator will have to 
see the Income tax returns of 
professional basketball (earns 
and their owners before he is 
convinced a merger between 
the American and National 
Basketball Associations is nec­ 
essary. 
Sen. Sam J. Ervin, Jr., 
D-N.C., called for the financial 
reports Monday as he directed 
a subcommittee hearing on a 
bill that would allow the merg­ 
er of the ABA and NBA by 
granting an exemption under 
the anti trust laws. 
Wendell Cherry, one of the 
owners of the Kentucky Colo­ 
nels, told the Senate Anti-Tursf 
and Monopoly Subcommittee 
(he “very future existence of 
professional basketball is at 
stake” in the merger bill. 
Cherry said the 11 ABA 
teams lost more than $20 mil­ 
lion in the four years the league 
has been in existence. NBA 
figures showed $8.2 million in 
losses for 13 of the 17 teams 
over the same period. 
The NBA Commissioner, Wal­ 
ter Kennedy, testified the big­ 
gest factor in financial losses 
has been “the intense inter­ 
league fight to sign college su­ 
perstars ...” 
But Ervin questioned Cherry 
closely about figures the Colo­ 
nels’ executive game for his 
team. The North Carolina sena­ 
tor cited salaries and bonuses 
totalling $260,958 paid in 1970 
against losses totalling $466,747. 
“If the players had played for 
nothing at all —no salaries at 
all —you still would have lost 
money,” Ervin said. 
The subcommittee chairman 
said he wanted to see the in­ 
come tax returns of all owners 
of the professional clubs as well 
as financial data of the dubs 
themsleves. Cherry said he 
would turn over his personal 
income tax returns. But he said 
he could not speak for the 
others.

Bob Murphy Among 
fop TV Broadcasters 


If he isn’t the best TV sports commentator, 
Hob Murphy certainly rates among the Top Ten. 
And as an interviewer the* man from Stanford is 
superb. 


Murphy rloos tho weekly 49er 
Huddle show each Saturday af­ 
ternoon on Channel 2. He knows 
all of football’s technical stuff 
but never pets ensnarled in 
technical explanations of com­ 
plicated plays. Murphy’s com 
ments are incisive and crystal 
clear. 
More im portantly, Murphy 
knows when to keep his mouth 
shut 
and let the game film 
speak for itself. “How’s this for 
a play,” he will say and then 
remain silent as the play un­ 
folds. 
MURPHY N E V E R talk s 
down to his viewers, never cre­ 
ates the impression that they 
are lacking in intelligence. He 
makes his points with a mini­ 
mum of words devoid of clich­ 
es. 
“ It looks like he has a little 
margarine on his legs the way 
those Vikes are slipping off 
them,” was Murphy’s comment 
on 
a 
fancy 
punt 
return by 
Bruce Taylor in the 49er-Viking 
game. 
ON A CLASSY run by Vic 
Washington in the same game, 
a run Washington started out­ 
side Minnesota’s left end and 
finished with a cut inside, Mur­ 
phy said: “He can run against 
the grain, too.” 
On the grass-top pass of John 
Brodie to Gene Washington — 
the pass that won the game — 


Murphy didn’t rehash the con 
troversy the pass provoked. 
“ We ran the film on that one a 
dozen times,” Murphy said sim 
ply. “He caught it cleanly.” 
When Murphy's guest, Mike 
Giddings, commented that the 
ex Stanford star was “a great 
one,’ 
Murphy didn’t give it a 
“ That's right, Mike,” treat­ 
ment. What Murphy did say 
was this: “Gene’s understudy 
at Stanford, Kandy Vataha, is 
doing a pretty good job, too.” 
MURPHY DIDN’T belabor 
his top o’ the hat to Vataha with 
an unnecessary explanation 
that Vataha now is catching 
passes from his ex-Stanford 
teammate Jim Plunkett for the 
Patriots. Such an explanation 
would have been an insult to 
the background knowledge of 
local football fans. 
Murphy has the good grace 
and wisdom to avoid super­ 
fluous comments that some of 
his fellow commentators are 
unable to resist. Murphy never 
talks himself into a see-how- 
smart-I-am-comer. 
And when Murphy puts ques­ 
tions to his guests he doesn’t 
preface them with long-winded, 
built-in answers. He asks ques­ 
tions simply and lets his guests 
supply the answers. 
Murphy isn’t one of those 
smug know-it-all bores.

SAN FRANCISCO (BW) — 
The president of the American 
Petroleum Institute has criti­ 
cized advocates of a “ no- 
growth" national policy, point­ 
ing out that continued economic 
growth is necessary if national 
goals are to be attained. 


In an address before the 
API’s annual meeting yester­ 
day, Frank N. Ikard struck at 
what he called “ cipher Cassan- 
dras’’ who preach “ zero popula­ 
tion growth, zero economic 
growth, zero technological de­ 
velopment and zero energy 
growth.” 


He asserted that “ no growth’’ 
proponents argue that “ further 
economic growth will exhaust 
our resources, destroy the 
amenities of life, and lead to 
the eventual disintegration of 
the planet.” 


Ikard pointed out, however, 
that many nations of the world 
have per capita incomes bare- 
bly above subsistence level. 
“ They are the ‘have not’ na­ 
tions and peoples,” he said, 
“ And what they ‘have not’ most 
of all is inanimate energy — the 
energy to pull themselves away 
from the human toil and the 
primitive conditions that, sure­ 
ly, are alien to the better world 
we all seek and desire . . . for 
them, as well as ourselves.” 
He added that “ It is surely no 
accident that countries with low 
per capita income are those 


with low levels of energy con­ 
sumption. 
And. conversely, countries — 
like the United States — with 
higher standards of living are 
those that have harnessed me­ 
chanical energy courses.” 
Ikard asserted that one major 
goal must be “ the alleviation of 
poverty.” and pointed out that 
“ energy is essential if we are to 
provide the jobs, supply the 
food, and construct the housing 
that will raise up those among 
us at the lower end of the social 
and economic ladder.” 
Another national goal, he 
said, is a secure nation, “ eco­ 
nomically and m ilitarily strong 
enough to repulse or discourage 
outside attack.
